The fact that four indictments have been found by the 
Federal Grand Jury against ex-Congressman Bdmund 
H. Driggs of Brooklyn, N.Y., in connection with the 
postoflice frauds, is of interest to those who recall the 
display of virtue made by this man in connection with 
the investigation of the charges of hazing at the Military 
Academy in December, 1900. Driggs, who was a member 
of the committee appointed by Congress to inquire into 
the matter of hazing, made himself particularly obnoxious 
by his insulting remarks concerning the Corps of Cadets 
and individual members thereof. He went so far in his 
display of high virtue that on one occasion he was his- 
sel by those present because of his insinuation that a 
cadet on the stand was giving untruthful testimony. It 
was evident at the time that he was more concerned 
with the promotion of his own political fortunes than 
with the improvement of conditions at the academy. We 
may say in this connection that letters we have received 


indicate that we gave exact expression to the 
seutiments of recent graduates, in what we _ said 
recently concerning Congressional legislation on 


the subject of hazing at the national academies. It 
is not that we approve of any unmanly treatment of a 
junior by his senior, but we have sufficient confidence in 
the young gentlemen at the academies to believe that 
they can be trusted to prevent that without having the 
life crushed out of them by the ponderous weight of the 
Congressional Juggernaut as a penalty for the smallest 
departure from that strict propriety of speech and con- 
duct which no one of the conscript fathers ever observed 
in his own youth. There should be some discrimination 
as to the nature and degree of the offence. As it is, Con- 
gress, in answer to appeals based largely upon misunder- 
standing and misrepresentation, if not positive falsehood, 
las passed a law concerning hazing which would disgrace 
the statute book of an oriental depotism. It is a system 
of terrorism calculated to destroy personality and 
the spirit of initiative and transform the man into a 
mechanical nonentity, fearful of the slightest expression 
of individuality because of the absolutely rigid and un- 
reasoning consequences. There is no remedy at present, 
but it is best that the authorities should understand how 
this matter is regarded by those chiefly concerned. 





‘ne of the strongest and ablest supporters of the

I. Luce, U.S.N., retired, whose capital papers on “Naval 
Acministration” have already been mentioned in these 
In the second of these papers, published in the 
lroceedings of the United States Naval Institute, he 
nointains that the Strategy Board or the General 
Board, or whatever it may be called, is indispensable,

should therefore be made a part of the regular ma- 
chinery of the Navy Department. Such a board, known 
as the Board of Navy Commissioners, existed from 1815 
until 1842, when it was abolished, leaving the Secretary 
siely responsible for tle whole administration of his 
important departments. Admiral Luce holds that ex- 
pt during the period between the dates named above, 
tlhe Navy Department has shown itself impotent to per- 
form its military functions. By way of illustration Ad- 
miral Luce refers to the Spanish War. A state of war 
existed from April 21, 1898. On the 24th a despatch 
Was received from Admiral Dewey stating that the 
sovernor of Hong Kong had notified him that he must 
leave port, with the force under his command, within 
forty-eight hours. “War,” Admiral Luce, “had 
heen ‘in the air,’ so to speak, for six months. The order 
to blockade the Cuban ports was dated April 21. Yet 
it was left for the governor of Hong Kong three days 
la‘er to order an American squadron to sea, with a 


says 


home port 6,000 miles away! But of this we may feel 
reasonably sure: Had the Board of Navy Commissioners 
come down to us in an unbroken line, Admiral Dewey 
would not have been left so long in the isolated and try- 
ing position in which he found himself after the victory 
ot May 1. War existed from April 21. The Navy 
Commissioners would have started re-enforcements from 
San Francisco in advance of that time, knowing war was 
inevitable, and that, in any event, Dewey would need 
them. By the timely arrival of re-enforcements the 
Philippine insurrection would have been averted, with- 
out doubt, and much blood and treasure saved. It has 
been well and truly said that ‘languid war is not to 
save blood and money, but to squander them.’ ”’ 


Senor Sanches de Toca, the Spanish Minister of 
Marine, has published a report on the condition of the 
Spanish Navy which those who hope for the rehabilita- 
tion of Spain’s sea power will find decidedly discourag- 
ing. All the money that Spain has voted for naval pur- 
poses since 1898 has, according to this authority, been 
utterly wasted, and that the $5,000,000 appropriated in 
1898 together with the annual budget of $2,000,000 to 
$3,000,000 since then have served only to justify the 
maintenance of the yearly charge of about $2,700,000 
which represents the pay of naval officers, As for 
Spain’s naval power during the last five years, Senor 
de Toca says in so many words that she has had none 
whatever, and that even with an annual appropriation 
of $7,000,000, which he seriously urges, she could do 
nothing more than maintain a training squadron which 
could never be used as @ fighting force in time of war. 
To illustrate the deplorable condition of the Spanish 
naval establishment, he states that the’ three principal 
naval stations, Ferrol, Cadiz and Carthagena, are in 
such wretched shape that if a squadron went to any of 
those stations for coal and water it would take twenty- 
eight days to do the work that could be done at an up- 
to-date station in forty hours. ‘The loss of time thus 
involved, says Senor de Toca, would render a fighting 
squadron useless even if Spain possessed one. He then 
makes the interesting suggestion that the only thing 
which for the moment might give some importance to 
Spain in the domain of international politics would be 
to organize its naval arsenals and stations, for in time 
of war Spain’s naval stations would thus be able to 
assist immensely those belligerents who protected Span- 
ish neutrality against outside attack from the sea. It 
appears from this report that the predicted restoration 
of Spain’s naval power is not yet at hand and will not 
be until Spanish industry has undergone a great revival. 
The suggestion, however, that Spain might retain the 
nominal status of a naval power and perhaps finally re- 
gain something of her former prestige on the sea by 
keeping her naval stations in readiness for the use in 
war of other nations which have befriended her, is both 
novel and significant.

One incident of the visit of the United States squad- 
ron to Kiel, which has excited great wonderment among 
the inhabitants of that city, was the lavish expenditure 
of money by the enlisted men of Admiral Cotton's ships. 
All accounts agree that the American sailors not only 
conducted themselves in the manliest and most circum- 
spect manner while on shore leave, but that they spent 
money so lavishly that the less liberally paid seamen of 
the German fleet who entertained them were simply 
dumfounded. What particularly impressed the Germans 
was the spectacle of numerous parties of American 
sailors driving through the streets in the finest cabs and 
carriages to be had in the city liveries, the visitors em- 
ploying more than half of all the public vehicles in 
Kiel every evening during their stay in port. It is 
evident from this that the visitors to Kiel have fully 
maintained the American sailor’s reputation of being 
the best paid, best fed—and, we may add, the best be- 
haved—naval seamen in the world. To have given visi- 
ble evidence of that fact is bound to promote content- 
ment and discipline among the enlisted men of our own 
Navy, but its effect upon the less generously paid men 
of the other navies represented at the Kiel assembly may 
be altogether different. Relating to this subject, it 
is said that when the British Admiralty recently decided 
to establish a great naval training school on the coast 
of Newfoundland, the Canadian authorities made a de- 
termined effort to have it located at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, but that their appeals were rejected on the ground 
that Halifax was too close to the United States and 
that if men were placed in training there for the British 
navy their hard work and low pay as compared with 
that of enlisted men in the United States Navy would 
make them discontented and increase the disposition to 





desert.

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With reference to the report noted in these columns 
last week to the effect that the rejection of the Panama 
Canal Treaty by the Cdlombian Congress might be fol- 
lowed by the secession of the States of Panama and 
Cauca from the Colombian Federation, a highly sensa- 
tional story is published in the Morning Advertiser of 
London with the statement that it is authorized by the 
Colombian Consul General in that city. The substance 
of this story is that the United States has resorted to 
intrigue and trickery to procure the ratification of the 





canal treaty, and that secret emissaries are trying to 
undermine the Colombian Government. The story is 


so absurd in its face that it would merit no attention 
at all except for the fact that it purports to come from 
an official of the Colombian Government. If the Colom- 
bian Consul General in London has made any such state- 
ments he is a dangerously unfit man for his office. It is 
a case of judging another by one’s own standards. Such 
intrigue as is here suggested is impossible under our sys- 
tem of government, as we have sometimes discovered to 
our cost, for we have been assured on excellent authority 
that if the commissioners who negotiated the treaty with 
Spain had had from half a million to a million dollars of 
secret service funds at their disposal we might have saved 
our twenty millions. The matter is being inquired into 
at Washington and if the Colombian Consul General has 
been guilty of the indiscretion alleged, he will be called 
to account.

Admiral Evans who, since assuming command of the 
Asiatic Station has made an extended study of conditions 
in China, is still apprehensive of serious trouble in that 
empire. He has again called the attention of the Navy 
Department to the necessity of maintaining a larger force 
of marines at Cavite and Olongapo, Island of Luzon, for 
service in case of emergency, his recommendation being 
that the force be increased from 1,000 to 1,500. All 
signs indicate that the situation in China is critical. 
There is widespread unrest among the people, the govern- 
ment is insecure and unpopular and these facts, together 
with the aggressions of Russia in Manchuria and the 
heavy taxes necessary to pay the enormous indemnities 
awarded to foreign powers on account of the Boxer out- 
break of 1000, may ultimately lead to another uprising 
calculated to work serious injury to American interests. 
In such an event, the presence of a larger force of ma- 
rines in the Philippines ready for immediate transfer to 
China would be a tremendous advantage for the United 
States. Admiral Evans has heretofore given warning of 
impending trouble in China and of the need of prepared- 
ness on the part of the United States, and his latest re- 
port, based upon a careful investigation of conditions in 
the interior of the empire, is distinctly ominous. In the 
last trouble in China troops were sent from the Philip- 
pines, which is an indication that the Government is de- 
pending upon these to meet an emergency at least in part. 

King Peter of Servia has issued a general order to 
“My Dear Army,” in which he assures its officers, non- 
commissioned officers and men that they are all dear to 
him and that he rejoices to find them imbued with 
loyalty to himself and “the ideals of the Fatherland.” 
From the tone of this theatrical utterance one gets the 
impression that Peter actually considers himself a king 
in fact as well as in name, yet the fact remains that he 
is a mere puppet in the hands of the conspirators who 
placed him on the throne by murdering his predecessor 
and who will probably permit him to remain there only 
so long as he obeys their will. Colonel Machin, who or- 
ganized the plot that resulted in the assassination of 
King Alexander, retains his place in the ministry, per- 
haps as a reward for services rendered, or because King 
Peter dare not remove him. The other members of the 
Cabinet are all retained also, the atrocious murder of the 
late king and queen is commonly regarded in Servia 
as a closed incident and a trivial one at that, and the new 
monarch, the complacent beneficiary of a hideous crime, 
praises his benefactors from a throne which is stained 
with blood. The whole performance is both grim and 
grotesque.

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The General Orders of the War Department, which are 
now sent to the headquarters of National Guard organ- 
izations for distribution to a certain proportion of the 
officers, are a weariness to the flesh in the case of the regi 
mental adjutants upon whom is placed the burden of dis- 
tributing them. Men who work for nothing and find 
themselves, are not disposed to have an addition to their 
clerical duties. Orders giving directions as to Artillery 
practice, for example, are not received with favor by 
guardsmen of Infantry regiments who. have more than 
they can do to keep up with the requirements of infan- 
try instruction. Indeed, only a small proportion of War 
Department orders are of any interest or use to the ay- 
erage militia officers, and as hight ~oading they are not 
regarded with favor.

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Cuban officials are somewhat puczled over a statement 
recently made by the German Foreign Secretary to the 
Cuban Consul General at Hamburg. The statement was 
to the effect that when the German minister to Cuba 
reached Havana his first work would be to take up the 
claims of German citizens against the Cuban Govern- 
ment. Inasmuch as all war claims against Cuba were 
disposed of by the Treaty of Paris, the Cuban authorities 
are wondering what claims the German Foreign Secre- 
tary had in mind, and consequently they have instructed 
the Cuban Minister at Washington to inquire of the 
American Government whether it can enlighten them. 

Recent advices from the commanding officer of the Ra- 
leigh are to the effect that it has been necessary for that 
ship to return to Aden for repairs, the tubes of one of her 


boilers having given so much trouble that it was deemed 
unwise to attempt the voyage to Colombo from the 
Straits of Bab-el-Mandeb. Other repairs are also neces- 
sary before the ship can p'

Capt. A. E. Piorkowski, of the Imperial German 
Army, representative in the United States of the 
Krupps, and one of the best informed of ordnance ex- 
perts, has published through the press of the Artillery 
School at Fort Monroe a translation of an important 
article on “Rear Sight With Cross Level and Tele- 
graphic Sight for Field Guns and Field Howitzers,” 
which originally appeared in one of the technical journals 
of Berlin. Pointing out that the efficiency of field guns 
in battle depends largely upon their sighting apparatus, 
Captain Piorkowski remarks that the sighting apparatus 
must be carefully adapted to the gun if the best results 
are to be obtained. “From a merely technical stand- 
point,” he continues, “modern guns are precision in- 
struments, their sighting apparatus should be of the same 
character. Until quite recently this requirement has not 
been satisfied. Rifled guns for a long time have been 
capable of an accuracy far superior to that of smooth 
bores, and have developed into precision arms. Never- 
theless they were still provided with the sights inherited 
from the smooth bores, having only the addition of a 
lateral movement for drift and deviations. Besides those 
errors in aiming which result from poor light, difficult 
recognition and observation of the target, etce., there 
are other sources of error in the eye of the gunner him- 
self, and in the possibility of aiming by ‘full’ or ‘fine 
sight,’ instead of ‘half sight.’ This source of error, often 
of great influence, is practically uncontrollable. All these 
possible causes for poor aiming are reduced to a mini- 
mum, if not entirely eliminated, by attaching a spirit 
level to the rear sight.”” Since 1898 all Krupp field guns 
have been fitted with rear sights with level. Krupp’s 
experiments with telescopic sights date from 1894, but the 
technical difficulties were not overcome until 1899. The 
main difficulties arose from the effort to maintain, the cor- 
rect position of the optical axis in spite of the vibrations 
caused by firing and transporting the gun. Success in 
this direction was only reached one year later, in 1900, 
when the terrestrial telescope used until then was re- 
placed by a Porro prismatic telescope; this is so short 
that it is supported for its whole length ou the sight 
head. Many such telescopic sights have been made 
since 1901 in Krupp’s workshops, as their advantages 
were readily acknowledged.

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After three years of experimenting, the British Ad- 
miralty is convinced that the hardy young fishermen of 
Newfoundland are capable of being trained into the 
most desirable class of bluejackets for modern war- 
slips, and has decided to establish an extensive naval 
training school in that island. The experiments began 
in 1900, when fifty stalwart young fishermen were en- 
listed after the fishing season had closed, and sent for 
a cruise in the West Indies on the British warship 
Charybdis. In the arts of seamanship these men were 
aiready proficient, but they knew little or nothing of 
vpaval discipline, gunnery or the mechanical work re- 
quired of enlisted men on modern naval vessels. Yet 
they learned their new duties so rapidly that forty-four 
of the fifty secured first class certificates after examina- 
tion by a board of officers at the end of the cruise. In 
1901 another fifty were taken for a similar cruise on the 
same ship, and forty-seven of them received first class 
certificates. In 1902 100 were taken and while the re- 
sults of the examinations at the end of the cruise are not 
yet at hand, the reports of the officers in command are 
so satisfactory that the Admiralty has designated the 
cruiser Calypso to be permanently stationed in New- 
foundland waters as a training ship. This vessel will 
accommodate 300 recruits, on which they will receive 
oa thorough training in naval routine and discipline, the 
idea being that the winter cruise to the West Indies 
shall serve as a sort of finishing course. The Admiralty 
has also arranged that each vessel of the British squad- 
ron in the North Atlantic shall take aboard at least fifty 
young Newfoundlanders every year for winter service 
and put them through a course of instruction like that 
given on the Calypso. The plan here outlined will add 
to the enlisted force of the British navy a body of 
rugged young men who are peculiarly adapted to the 
service, and it is a reminder that the United States 
Navy has a no less valuable source of supply among the 
hardy fishermen of our New England coast.

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Brig. Gen. Theodore Schwan, U.S.A., retired, has an 
appreciative article on the Army General Staff in the 
current number of the Journal of the Military Service 
Institution which presents a careful analysis of the 
staff system and the benefits which it is expected to con- 
fer upon the military establishment. General Schwan, 
in concluding his paper, says: “The creation of a Gen- 
eral Staff Corps that is free from the taint attaching to 
the offspring of intrigue, and the exalted standing of 
those officers affords a guarantee that henceforth the 
Army will be kept abreast of modern requirements and 
the country’s needs, and that every officer and soldier will 
vet his just deserts, will probably mark the summit of 
the achievements of Mr. Root as Secretary of War. He 
accomplished much when he succeeded in passing the 
General Staff bill, preceded by other measures of im- 
portance, through Congress. The lucidity, the forceful- 
ness, and the pers'stence of the arguments by which he 
demolished the opposition that apathy, ignorance, and 
prejudice had arrayed against him, stamp him an ex- 
traordinary man. Yet a General Staff may prove of 
little advantage to the Service unless, by the establish- 





ment of rules that will insure to it an efficient working 
organization and a membership beyond the reach of the 
breath of scandal, he shall manage to place it upon a 
healthy and enduring basis. Placed upon such a founda- 
tion, the General Staff will immortalize the name of its 
founder in preserving forever the usefulness and honor 
of the Army.” ;

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The Army and Navy Gazette of June 20 says: It has 
been officially announced that the European Squadron of 
the United States Navy will visit Portsmouth early in 
July, and remain for about a week. This announcement 
has been received with feelings of the keenest pleasure 
by their comrades of the British navy, and the visit of 
the United States officers and men will both by these and 
by the civic authorities at Portsmouth be made as pleas- 
ant as it is possible for willing hosts to make it. The 
four ships under Admiral Cotton; which compose the 
European Squadron, will first visit Kiel, where they 
will arrive towards the end of this month, leaving again 
on the 30th inst., and arriving at Portsmouth on July 5. 
The invitation for this visit emanated from the British 
Government, and was at once accepted by President 
Roosevelt, who, according to Washington telegrams, was 
delighted at an opportunity of giving a visible token of 
his regard for this country, particularly when such a 
token as the presence of American warships in English 
waters is significant of the American sentiment of cordial 
friendship. In all probability both the Home and Chan- 
nel fleets will be at Portsmouth when this visit of the 
Americans takes place, and according as the date does 
with that of the visit of President Loubet, we cannot 
help believing that the presence of these vessels will be 
utilized in connection with the latter function also.” 











Speaking of the suit which a former Filipino insur- 
gent has institeted against Major Edwin F. Glenn, 5th 
U.S. Infantry, for $15,000 damages on charges arising 
from the Samar campaign, the Manila Times declares 
that a third trial of Major Glenn for acts involved in 
that campaign would be a persecution. The Times 
adds: “The difficulty has been that few Americans even 
among those in the Philippines have properly understood 
the conditions that prevailed in Samar when Smith, 
Glenn, Waller and the others were serving down there. 
The Smith and Waller trials failed to properly show 
them and while the Glenn trial did so it was not physi- 
cally possible to get the record in the case before the 
people at large. This court-martial business, as far as 
the old Philippine campaign is concerned, has gone about 
far enough and the sooner it is stopped the better for 
all concerned. It eertainly does no good in the islands, 
it is condemned by the thinking people among the Fili- 
pinos, and we fail to see that the question cuts any 
figure at home. It was once popular to condemn sweep- 
ingly the Army but we finally got the truth and with it 
a prompt reaction in public sentiment. The Army is in 
the main composed of patriotic, faithful, true Ameri- 
cans. It has faithfully served its country and unmur- 
muringly performed much unpleasant duty. It has been 
soldierly under fire that never should have been directed 
into it.”

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Noting the fact that the United States Government is 
rehabilitating old Fort Ontario at Oswego, N.Y., the 
Ottawa, Ont., Citizen says with evident alarm: “If 
Canada allows the United States to stock the Great 
Lakes with warships, as certain pusillanimous anti-mili- 
tarist contemporaries are prepared to do, this country 
will be helpless in case of war, unless, indeed, she under- 
takes the task of keeping up a bigger fleet than Uncle 
Sam on the Great Lakes. The Hamilton Times is one 
of the papers that are always prating that their friend 
the United States has no idea of military aggression to- 
wards Canada. The new fort at Oswego, however, 
is one of those ugly facts that they cannot get around. 
The muzzles of those guns pointing over the parapet at 





Oswego will speak eloquently in refutation of the Times’ 
piatitudinous buncombe.” The Hamilton Times pro- 
voked this violent reproof merely by venturing the opin- 
ion that the Yankees contemplated no project that would 
justify Camada in constructing an extensive system of 
fertifications along her Southern border. The Ottawa 
Citizen, however, is obviously frightened. It foresees the 
Great Lakes crowded with United States warships and it 
evidently regards the reconstruction of historic old Fort 
Ontario as a grave menace to Canadian institutions. It 
will be seen that the silly season.in Canada is wide open.

Capt. Robert D. Walsh, 9th U.S. Cavalry, has pub- 
lished in the Idaho Daily Statesman an_ interesting 
article on Filipino insurrection, in which he contends 
that the uprising was inspired and organized by socialists 
and anarchists. During his military service in the 
Philippines Captain Walsh made a careful study of the 
conditions and elements that led up to the movement, 
and he declares that the insurrection was conceived by 
ambitious leaders in cold blood, and not planned upon 
native soil, but by sons of the Philippines, who had left 
their native land while still boys, and whose lives were 
influenced and controlled by the outlaws of society, 
sccialists and anarchists. No property owners of mature 
years joined the movement and the leaders were young 
men, some almost boys. As for the friars, against whom 
the Filipinos complain so grievously, Captain Walsh is 


of the opinion that while they have been guilty of abuses, 
they have done much for the islanders, and are not 
nearly as black as they are painted. 
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In his approval of the recommendations of Major Gen. 
George W. Davis, commanding the Division of the Philip. 
pines, that Lieut. Boss Reese, of the Philippine Scouts, 
be examined for appointment to the Regular Army, the 
Secretary of War has given just recognition to a gallant 
and highly deserving young officer. Lieutenant Reese haq 
command of one of two companies of Scouts that met and 
exterminated the notorious San Miguel’s large band of 
ladrones in a stone fort abeut seventy miles north of 
Manila on March 1 of the present year. During the 
fight, which lasted an hour and a half, Lieutenant Reese 
displayed a degree of intelligence and courage which 
gained the hearty approval of his superior officers who 
commended him to the Division Commander. As noted 
in these-columns on April 11, General Davis promptly 
recommended that Lieutenant Reese be examined for pro- 
motion to the Regular Army, and all hands will agree 
that the reward has been well earned.

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Speaking of the murderous attack by two enlisted men 
of the 4th U.S. Coast Artillery upon the keeper of a dis. 
reputable saloon near Fort St. Philip, La., on June 24, 
Capt. Willard D. Newbill, U.S.A., commanding the post, 
is quoted as saying: “This is an echo of abolishing the 
Army canteen, and the consequence is the establishment 
of joints for the sale of bad bourbon and rotten rye in 
the immediate vicinity of Army posts, but outside of the 
jurisdiction of commanding officers.” We do not quote 
the statement attributed to Captain Newbill with any 
desire to re-open the discussion of the canteen question, 
It may be said, however, that best friends of the en 
listed men of the Army, including many, if not most, of 
the officers who have had long experience in actual com- 
mand, are not yet convinced that the abolition of the 
canteen has improved the morals, the health or the dis. 
cipline of the force.

The announcement that Lord Roberts will visit the 
United States in the autumn, the United Service Gazette 
tells us, “merely specifies the approximate date of what 
has practically been a standing engagement of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief for some time. It is in part a return 
compliment for the visit which General Miles, the head 
of the American Army, and his colleagues paid: to this 
country last year. The American officers were particu- 
uarly gratified with their reception, which included a 
special invitation to dinner from his Majesty at Bucking- 
ham Palace. It is almost certain that Earl Roberts will 
receive as great a popular reception in the States as 
General Grant did in this country nearly a generation 
ago. The Commander-in-Chief'’s visit will, to some ex- 
tent, synchronize with that of the Honourable Artillery 
Company, which goes to Boston in the autumn.”

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It is said at the Navy Department that conditions on 
the Isthmus and the fact that Cuba has not yet fully 
ceded to the United States the naval coaling stations 
will prolong the stay of the squadron under command of 
Rear Admiral Coghlan indefinitely in West Indian 
waters. It has heen hoped that this fine squadron might 
come north during che summer months for participation 
in the maneuvers of the North Atlantic Squadron, but 
reports received by late advices at the State and Navy 
Departments indicate that this plan must be abandoned. 
This decision is a great disappointment to the officers 
and men of the fleet, but with a sailor’s fortitude they 
are saying “‘it is all in a lifetime.”

The Navy Department has authorized the erection of 
temporary barracks at the New York and Norfolk Navy 
Yards in order that the pressure incident to the collee- 
tion of so many recruits at those stations may be ™ 
lieved. These temporary barracks are intended for. u% 
during the next winter and will accommodate about 
1.800 men in comfort and safety. This is among the first 
of the moves looking to the establishment of permanent 
barracks at these yards. 
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The California papers report that the members of the 
ist Infantry, N.G. of California, indulged in horse play at 
a regimental drill June 23, which, if the report is correct, 
indicates that the members of this regiment have no 
proper appreciation of the dignity and importance of the 
office they fill as soldiers of the State. Describing the 
incident a despatch to the San Francisco Call from Santa 
Rosa, where the regiment was in camp, says: “An 
amusing incident occurred during the regimental drill 
to-day, and a bit of realism was added to camp life. 
Colonel O’Neill was riding along the front of ‘the regi- 
ment when a scout rushed up and informed. him the 
regiment was being hard pressed and was losing, ground. 
The message was supposed to have come from Major 
George Filmer, but that individual denied having sent the 
same. The man, failing to offer sufficient excuse for 
his conduct, was ordered shot. A corporal of the guard 
was summoned and the offending scout was hauled out 
on the field and ‘shot’ by a number of riflemen. He fell 
as the hammers of the weapons sounded, and so natural 
and clever was the entire impromptu affair carried out 
the officers were convulsed with laughter.”” Another ac- 
count says: “Colonel O’Neill communicated with Major 
McCreagh, who after laughing at the jest, rode up to 
Company G and ordered that Private ‘Pretty’ O’Neill be 
immediately taken out and shot for delivering a false 
message. A corporal and eight men marched him out in 
front of the battalion where he bared his breast dra- 
matically and refused to have his eyes bandaged. The 
form of firing with unloaded rifles was gone through with 
seriously, and at the click of the guns O’Neill stiffened 
and fell forward on his face. The executioners then 
placed their weapons under him and bore the rigid body 
away. This impromptu mock affair was well performed 
and quite amusing.” These clippings are sent to us 
vy a “Disgusted Regular,” who finds the incident much 
less amusing than did the officers of the California 
‘uard who were “conyulsed with laughter.” Aside from 
other criticisms, it should be remembered that any soldier 
who points his gun in jest at another would be subjected 
to punishment in any properly regulated military body. 
In the State of New York this is an offence against the 
civil law, punishable as a misdemeanor. It is incon- 
ceivable that a commissioned officer should make him- 
self a party to such tomfoolery and we presume that 
the account is exaggerated.

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Military service in Mindanao, which, in some respects, 
is the most attractive island in the Philippine archipel- 
ago, will be rendered still pleasanter. by the extensive 
reservation and Army post which the Government pro- 
poses to establish at the mouth of the Malabang River. 
on Ilana Bay, on the West coast. The plans provide for 
1 reservation of 2,800 acres of land, which has already 
been surveyed and which contains many large springs 
of good water, a considerable tract of excellent timber 
and a frontage of a mile and a half on the bay, which 
affords a fine stretch of beach as well as safe approaches 
for large steamers. It is the intention of the War De- 
partment to construct strong fortifications at this point, 
and it may be that a school of instruction will be es- 
tablished there for the benefit of officers stationed in the 
Philippines. In view of the fact that for many years to 
come there will always be a large number of officers 
stationed in the islands, the wisdom of maintaining a 
school of instruction somewhere in the archipelago is 
evident at a glance, and as the location for such an in- 
stitution Mindanao is for some reasons superior to 
Manila. The island is free from the troublesome sanitary 
conditions of Manila, its climatic advantages are superior 
and it is in every respect an excellent site for the pro- 
posed institution. The establishment of a large, per- 
manent military post in Mindanao is a wise proceeding. 
It is there that the unsolved problems of the American 
undertaking in the Philippines are most acute. It is 
there that the military strength of the United States 
must be most convincingly demonstrated. Moreover, it 
is probable that in the event of war between the United 
States and a European country one of the first points of 
attack by the enemy would be the Southern islands of 
the Philippine archipelago. For that reason alone there 
should be in the Southern islands at least one large and 
thoroughly fortified military post of the United States.

Argument was begun in the U.S. Circuit Court at 
Trenton, N.J., June 22 for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the United States Shipbuilding Company. 
Each side had a big array of counsel. During the read- 
ing of the complaint, Attorney Woolman, for the plain- 
tiffs stated that Charles M. Schwab had received for the 
Bethlehem Steel works $30,000,000, made up as follows: 
$10,000,000 preferred stock, $10,000,000 common stock, 
and $10,000,000 of collateral bonds. The answer to the 
complaint denies that Schwab controlled the concern, or 
that he and Nixon had not entered into an understand- 
ing, as alleged. The affidavit of Mr. Nixon said he had 
absolutely nothing to do with the formation of the com- 
pany. The promoter, he said, was John D. Young. He 
gave as his opinion that the plants absorbed, exclusive of 
the Bethlehem works, were worth $20,000,000. He de- 
nied that he with other directors of the company, or any- 
body else, employed the Trust Company of the Republic. 
or caused the circulation and publication of the statement 
put out by the Republic company. He denied, also, that 
there had been any arrangement between Schwab and 
himself whereby Schwab should acquire the plant of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company and thereafter sell the same 
io the shipbuilding company at an enormous profit. 


The nature of the duty imposed upon an independent 
military organization like the Albany Burgesses Corps 
is indicated by an interesting synopsis of the record of 
the history of the Corps with which we have been 
favored. The charter of this organization dated from 
Oct. 8! 1883, and it first paraded July 4, 1834, with five 
officers and forty-five men. In the seventy years since 
it was chartered the Corps has taken part in forty-one 
celebrations and banquets, twenty-nine funerals, twenty- 
three parades, three reviews, four balls and two theatri- 
ca] performances. It has received and entertained forty 
visiting organizations and made thirty-one excursions 
to other cities, where it was entertained in turn. Twenty- 
four times it has done escort duty, nineteen times it has 
gone on target excursions and twice into encampment 
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It has served the sheriff as a guard six times and en- 
gaged in riot duty four times. The Corps sent eighty- 
four men fully equipped, at its own expense, to the seat 
of war in April, 1, in response to President Lincoln’s 
first call for troops, and it tendered its services during 
the war with Spain. That it has not escaped the risks 
the soldier runs is shown by the fact that it has honor- 
ably recorded in its list of casualties the name of a 
member of the Corps who died from the effect of heat 
during an Independence Day parade in 1868. 








The New York Society of Colonial Wars is to dedi- 
cate at Lake George on Sept. 8 a bronze group by Albert 
Weinert, sculptor, as a memorial to the heroes who fell 
in the battle which took place there 148 years ago, Sept. 
8, 1755. Invitations have been extended to President 
Roosevelt and the Governors of New York, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, New Hampshire and Vermont. The 
State of New York has made an ones for the 
attendance of State troops, and it is expected that the 
U.S. Army will be represented by Cavalry, Infantry and 
Artillery. It is proposed to have a sham fight on the 
old battle ground on Monday, September 7, and a parade 
the following morning. The erie | of unveiling will 
take place at 2 p. m. on September 8. The Governor 
General of the Society of Colonial Wars, Mr. Frederic 
J. de Peyster, as chairman of the Memorial Committee, 
will present the monument to the society, and Mr. J, 
William Beekman, Governor of the New York Society, 
will transfer it to the custody of the State of New York. 
It is expected that addresses will be made by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, Governor Odell, and Govern- 
ors of other States, Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, United 
States Senator, Hon. Hugh Hastings, State Historian, 
and others. 








Major Andrew H. Russell, U.S.A., Ordnance Officer 
of the Division of the Philippines, has prepared a memo- 
randum stating that the ladrones in several provinces 
of the archipelago appear to have at all times a con- 
siderable supply of ammunition for the United States 
magazine rifle and carbine which they probably obtain 


from enlisted men of the Army who fail to properly 
guard their ammunition from theft or loss, “even if they 
do not deliberately dispose of it.” Major Russell sug- 
gests that commanding officers of organizations be re- 
quired to make more careful check of the number of 
cartridges of every kind in the hands of their commands, 
and that every man who cannot satisfactorily account 
for all his cartridges be punished in addition to having 
the value of the missing cartridges charged to him. 
Attention has been drawn by the police to the danger 
of allowing natives, newsboys, etc., not regularly em- 
ployed, to enter the offices and barracks where cartridges 
and even arms may sometimes be picked up, watchfulness 
being naturally lax in such cases unless special atten- 
tion is called to the need of it.

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The Hon. John M. Thurston, whose speech in the 
Senate on the Cuban question thrilled and electrified the 
country in 1898, has accepted an invitation to speak and 
will be the principal orator at the banquet of the Society 
of the Army of Santiago in Detroit on July 17. Among 
the other speakers will be General Shafter, General 
Wheeler, General Chaffee, and the Hon: Charles Dick.

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Two Corporals and one Private of the 26th Company 
of Coast Artillery, U.S.A., were recently tried by a 
G.C.M. at Fort Flagler, Wash., and found guilty of con- 
spiring to rob a fellow soldier of aiding in said robbery 
by decoying him to the place where he was assaulted and 
rebbed by others, and were sentenced “To be dishonorably 
discharged, forfeiting all pay and allowances, and to be 
confined at hard labor for three years.” Genera] Fun- 
ston, commanding the Department of Columbia, in re- 
viewing the proceedings said in the case of each man: 
“While there is strong evidence of a conspiracy to rob, 
and a robbery, it is not conclusive enough to warrant a 
conviction. The findings and sentence are disapproved.” 
The accused men were ordered released from confinement 
and restored to duty.

Gen. Samuel G. French, of Pensacola, Fla., was re- 
cently referred to by the New York Times as West 
Point’s oldest living graduate, having been born in 1818 
and graduated in 1843, Writing to the Times from 
Athens, N.Y., Samuel H. Nichols calls attention to the 
fact that this is incorrect. Col. John Beardsley. now liv- 
ing in Athens, was born in Fairfield, N.Y¥., in 1816 and 
graduated from West Point in the Class of 1841; ap- 
peinted lieutenant in 8th Regiment of Infantry; served 
in the Seminole War in Florida, afterwards in the war 
with Mexico; wounded in the batttle of Molino del Rey:

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NOTHING WRONG WITH OUR BOILERS. 


New York City, June 19, 1903. 
To THE Epitor or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In the issue of the Iron. Age of date May 7, under the 
caption, “The Boiler Problem in the Navy,” an article 
appeared in which reference was made to certain reports 
to the effect that the recent injuries to the boilers of the 
U.S.S. Maine were in some way due to the shock of the 
discharge of the heavy guns of that vessel. This was the 
first time that my attention had been calied to these re- 
ports, and I thought that they were due to a jocular 
suggestion on the part of some officer, the humor of which 
had not been apparent to the mind of the lay reader. 
That any person of engineering training or experience 
should regard such reports seriously seems improbable ; 
yet we have a learned editorial writer in the London En- 
gineer of date of May 8 gravely discussing. in no uncer- 
tain language, the possible occult and mysterious con- 
nection between thé damage to the boilers and the dis- 
charge of the guns. He says: “The first story about 
the Maine was to the effect that her forward turret had 
shifted bodily when her big guns were fired during tar- 
get practice with full service charges. Not only has this 
statement been confirmed, but we are now told that the 
concussion and shock have seriously injured her boilers. 
This is a new blow for the water tube system, and we 
await further information with interest.” Like Alice in 
Wonderland, after the first marvelous happening, our 
writer awaits for further marvels, prepared to accept 
anything. Regarding the damage to the decks of the 
Maine, our writer “ventures to think that ignorance of 
the action of explosives can hardly be pressed officially.” 
Alice grows bolder. 

Proceeding, this writer says: ‘‘We have never before 
heard it said that the firing of the big guns of a warship 
injured her boilers or machinery. No inventor or maker 
of boilers has hitherto, as far as we are aware, thought 
of providing for the effects of the concussion caused by 
the firing of guns.” I venture to say that no inventor 
or builder ever will think of providing for these effects, 
as far as the boilers are concerned, unless his sense of 
humor be less than that of our writer. Then our writer 
assures us: “The matter does not end here, however, for 
consideration must be given to the effects of the impact 
of heavy projectiles on the outside of the ship in the 
neighborhood of the boiler room. So far as known, no 
injury would be inflicted on a Scotch boiler.” It would 
be interesting to learn in what respect a Scotch boiler is 
particularly and peculiarly immune to the effects of the 
impact of heavy projectiles in its vicinity and the water- 
tube boiler peeuliarly sensitive. Our writer reaches the 
limit when he says: “There is nothing, so far as we can 
see, about the Niclausse boiler in particular to make its 
tubes bend and burst when big guns are fired far above 
and in advance of the boiler room.” It is to laugh. 

Then our writer touches up our American “use-up-and- 
buy-more” policy and advises the United States Navy 
Department to study the pleasant history of Don 
Quixote’s helmet. Our writer should also peruse this 
pleasing narrative and learn not to go ’a-tilting at wind- 
mills. Then he invokes the good, old British conserva- 
tism, which would make everything twice as strong as it 
need be, to warn all true believers against falling into 
the heretical American practice of making things only 
strong enough. He also infers that we are lacking in 
that most essential experience and engineering instinct, 
without which technical education is of no avail. How 
about the design of a royal yacht of recent memory? 

I am fairly familiar with the material and manner of 
construction of the Babcock and Wilcox boiler and the 
Niclausse boiler; and I feel perfectly safe in asserting 
that either of these boilers would stand any shock from 
the guns of a ship (even were the guns to be pointed 
directly at the boilers) that a Scotch boiler would stand ; 
also that no more absurd idea has ever been advanced 
that the one that the damage to the tubes of the Maine’s 
boilers was in any way connected with the shock of re- 
coil of her heavy guns. Finally, I commend to all who 
are interested in such matters the article in the Engi- 
neer of May 8, feeling that they will, after reading, say 


with me: “C’est a rire.”

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TO KEEP MEN IN THE NAVY. 
To THE Ep1tor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

One of the leading questions of the day is our growing 
Navy and what we must do to make it as powerful 
practically as it is theoretically. It has been much dis- 
cussed of late as to where we shall get the men to man 
all of the ships that are now being built in the different 
shipyards throughout the country. We should have 
about twenty thousand men in the Navy at present, but 
we are about four thousand short. That is nothing 
when we come to consider the sources we have to get 
the men from when they are needed. But that is not 
the kind of men we want to man our ships in time 
of war. I believe (as does our President) we must 
have trained men to get good results out of our ships. 
Now what can we do to get the trained men, and when 
we do get them how can we keep them? Of late years 
we have been losing continuous service men at an 
enormous percentage; and furthermore, they have not 
only left the Navy, but they are leaving the country and 
going to different foreign countries and obtaining posi- 
tions as instructors in various branches of their mili 
tary ‘services. How do we know that some day those 
men that got their knowledge in gunnery and military 
tactics in this country will not turn their knowledge 
I myself know a good many ex-Navy men 
now in China instructing the Chinese in_ different 
branches because they offer them better inducements 
there than they get here; therefore we must do some- 
thing to keep them. ‘Those men we need, and need 
badly. 

Some people say “Oh, we can get all the men we want 
in time of war.” So we can, but what is the good of 
men who have been brought up a thousand miles from 
any water and have never seen a ship? They will do 
for the Army but not for the Navy. You can make a 
soldier out of a green man in a couple of months, but 
you cannot make a sailor without a couple of years of 
hard practice and drill. Now just think of the amount

of money one of our ships costs us; we cannot afford to 
man those ships with men that are nof well trained. 
That has been proven in our late war. 


If Spain had 
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had the men that we had we should have had a different 
story to tell. We now have many ships under construc- 
tion, and when they are all comple we shall be one 
of the greatest naval powers in the world; that is, in 
the line of ships. To make the Navy more powerful we 
must have men on the ships as good as are the ships 
themselves. When we have that we can expect as good 
results from our ships in time of war as from the ships 
of any foreign nation, if not better. 

Congress should pass a bill, and make it a law, that 
would read as follows: “Any citizen who served 
one or two terms in the Navy, Army, or Marine Corps 
of the United States, and has obtained an honorable 
discharge from any said branch of the Service, will, 
upon his commanding officer’s recommendation and by 
passing—say sixty-five per cent.—of any of the classified 
Civil Service examinatiens, obtain a position, providing 
he will take the oath and obligation that in time of war 
the Government should have the same claims upon him 
as if he were in the Regular Service.” Then those men 
that are now discharged (and will be discharged) would 
be serving the Government in two -different ways in- 
stead of going to foreign countries seeking positions 
that will pay them better than any position they can 
get at present in this country. But the Government 
must guarantee to them, before they take such an ob- 
ligation, that no politics will remove them from any of 
the said positions except for causes for which any other 
person could be removed; then we will have a Navy 
and men to man it. If there was such a law in exist- 
ence to-day, all those young men that we are getting 
now as landsman for training from all over the United 
States would have an object in coming into the Navy and 
staying and doing what is right, and it would bring a 
better class of men into the Service. But now all those 
young men when they enlist expect a good many 
things; but when they see what it is, they go as quick 
as they come. There is no inducement for them or ob- 
ject in view. Any citizen, whether he is fit for the 
position or not, can with political influence get a posi- 
tion in the Civil Service. But an enlisted man who has 
served the country faithfully (no matter how smart 
he is or what he knows) without political influence has 
no show for any such position. 

In time of war if the Government was in need of men 
they could not force the present Civil Service force to 
bear arms for their country, and if they did what good 
are they? A citizen can fill a sailor’s place in the Civil 
Service position, but he cannot fill his place aboard of 
a man of war.

RIFLE ‘SIGHTS. 


Fort Reno, O. T., May 18, 1903. 
To THE EpITorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Since everything now points to a great effort »n the 
part of the Army to improve its marksmanship, and a 
new rifle is about to be adopted, possibly some sugges- 
tions might be in order, though coming from only a 
fair shot. Though it is emphasized in all instruction 
for firing military rifles that the aim should be under 
the point sought to be struck, yet the fact remains that 
men will aim at this point, as they should, for in doing 
otherwise they are liable to all the errors of approxima- 
tion. Now with the sights of the present rifle and the cir- 
cular bullseye targets recently instituted, it is impossible 
to do accurate shooting, on account of the fact that, even 
at the shortest ranges, the front sight, no matter how 
fine a bead is taken, more than covers the bullseye, 
making it equally a matter of approximation as in the 
case of aiming below. My suggestion is that the Mauser 
sight be adopted for the new rifle, at least with refer- 
ence to the front sight stud and the rear sight notch, 
which, as most of your readers know, is so constructed 
that the front sight stud exactly fits into the rear sight 
notch, which is an acute angle, thereby allowing as 
fine a bead as it is possible for the eye to draw, and 
further eliminating that serious fault of taking sight 
over the edge of the rear notch when the sun is shining 
from one side of the firer. The number of poor shots 
made on this account is possibly not realized, and it is 
almost impossible to guard against. Again, the adoption 
of the Mauser sight stud would give a much more sub- 
stantial one than that of the present one, which is 
frequently bent in stacking and the rough field usage 
that our rifles have to undergo. This would be impos- 
sible with the suggested stud.

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DRYDEN TROPHY FOR RIFLE SHOOTING. 


Riflemen, national and State, are taking unusual in- 
terest in this year’s rifle matches and it is confidently 
predicted that the present will be a “record” year in all 
the principle contests. 

Through the personal and persistent efforts of Senator 
John F. Dryden, of New Jersey, a clause was inserted 
in the last Army Appropriation bill authorizing for the 
first time “a national trophy, medals and other prizes to 
be provided for and contested for annually ... by the 
Army and the National Guard or organized militia of 
the several States and Territories and of the District of 
Columbia.” 

To this national trophy, which was described in our 
issue of June 13, Mr. Dryden has added an especially 
valuable and handsome one presented by himself. Mr. 
Dryden, who is a fair shot himself, has deduced, as one 
of the principal lessons of all recent wars and especially 
the contest of the English with the Boers, that accuracy 
in rifle fire is far more necessary to a successful. issue 
than proficiency in drill. Therefore, it is his desire to 
promote in every way possible the highest possible ef- 
ficiency in rifle shooting. 

In addition to the trophy, Senator Dryden has ar- 
ranged to give each year $250 as first and second money 
to be divided between the members of the second and 
third teams in the annual contest for the possession of the 
prize. Before determining upon the conditions of the 
contest the Senator conferred with General Bird W. 
Spencer, 1.G. of R.P., N.J., and with Colonel A. R. 
Kuser, his son-in-law, who is an expert rifle shot and 
who has this year presented an attractive trophy to be 
contested for under conditions to meet the advanced pro- 
gress in rifle shooting. ‘ 

The Dryden trophy, the design of which has been com- 
pleted by Wm. Hayes of Newark, is to be shot for on 
the range at Sea Girt. N.J., under the auspices of the 
N. J. State Rifle Association. It is to be of bronze, 5 
feet 7 inches high, mounted on an ebony base, 48 inches 
high, making a total height of about 7 feet. The cost 
will be about $3,000. The general design represents a 


banner ‘bearing on the front a wreath in relief, and 25 
convex discs for the names of the winners of each year. 
The panel at the top bears the words “Dryden Trophy;” 
the letters themselves will be of 14k gold in relief. The 
figures of the infantryman (on the left), and marine (on 
the right), will be in full relief. The coat of arms of the 
State at the top will also be in full relief. The pane] 
at the bottom bearing the inscription will be of bronze. 
The trophy will be open to teams from the Army of the 
United States, one team from the troops stationed with- 
in each of the military departments; U.S. Navy, one 
team; U.S. Marine Corps, one team; National Guard or 
uniformed militia of the several States and Territories, 
including the District of Columbia, one team from each 
State or Territorv.

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SANITARY CONDITIONS OF PHILIPPINES. 


The Surgeon General of the Army has received from 
Captain Edward L. Munson, Assistant Surgeon and 
Assistant to the Commissioner of Public Health of the 
Philippine Islands, an interesting report on the sanitary 
conditions of Manila showing the decrease in the death 
rate since 1900. It is shown by the report that the 
annual average death rate per each 1,000 inhabitants for 
1900 was 46.80; for 1901, 38.19; for 1902, 30.16, and for 
the present year but 22.17. Captain Munson calls the 
attention of the War Department to the fatt that these 
figures show that so far during the present year the 
Manila death rate is less than half what it was for the 
same period four years ago; and that, based on present 
estimates of population, the number of lives which may 
be expected to be saved in 1903, judging from the three 
months ‘that had passed at the time the report was made, 
as compared with the year 1900, will amount to no less 
than 7,442. Captain Munson says: 

“During the first quarter of the present year tlfe death 
rate has been reduced by 27 per cent. over the rate exist- 
ing for the same period twelve moriths previously. This 
latest improvement has been accomplished in spite of 
the fact that Asiatic cholera and bubonic plague had 
both previously gained a foothold in the islands, and that 
the existence of a largely unvaccinated population in 
the provinces meant a constant introduction into the 
city of the infection of small-pox. Cases of plague, 
cholera and small-pox have occurred in Manila in Jan- 
uary, February and March of the present year, but the 
precautions taken by the Board of Health have pre- 
vented any epidemic outbreak as a result of these cases. 

“The sanitary results obtained in the past four years 
through American control have been accomplished de- 
spite the naturally insalubrious location of Manila, and 
its total lack of sanitation under the former sover- 
eignty. which—from the devel site interfering with drain- 
age, the many foul canals ramifying through the city, the 
absence of any sewerage system, and the existence of an 
impure and insuflicient water supply and many old, un- 
healthful habitations—have created sanitary problems of 
the greatest difficulty. The Board of Health has there- 
fore been unable to turn previously existing methods and 
conditions to sanitary advantage, and has found it neces- 
sary not only to develop entirely new plans of improve- 
ment, but at the same time to combat results on con- 
ditions inherited from the Spapish administration.” 

Captain Munson invites attention to the fact that the 
present annual mortality in Manila, 22.17, is lower than 
that of many cities, not commonly regarded as unhealth- 
ful, situated in the United States and elsewhere, accord- 
ing to the best information in the possession of the 
Board of Health: Wasington, D.C., New Orleans, At- 
lanta, Memphis, San Antonio, Charleston, forty-six towns 
in the Island of Porto Rico, Honolulu, and Liverpool, 
all of which have a higher annual mortality than Manila 
during the present year. 

It is stated in the report of Captain Munson that the 
present death rate compares favorably with Jersey City, 
N.J., Providence, R.I., San Francisco, Cal., Baltimore, 
Md., New York city, Boston, Mass., Glasgow, Scotland; 
Paris, France; Vienna, Austria, and Havana, Cuba. 








EXPERIENCES OF A SUBALTERN. 


A young man who secures an appointment in the 
Army nowadays, and who makes the journey to join 
his company by land or water surrounded by the com- 
forts and luxuries that modern invention and wealth 
supply, would possibly think twice before seeking the 
position if he had to face the obstacles often encountered 
by those appointed in the Army in the early days. 
Among the interesting reports of experiences brought 
to light in searching old records for historical or family 
purposes is the following copy of a letter to the War 
Department from a young man appointed a 2d lieutenant 
in the 44th Infantry, one of the new regiments organized 
for the 1812 War. and who was ordered to proceed 
from Washington City, where appointed, to report to 
the captain of his company at Nashville, Tennessee. 
He reports his arrival there and his adventures on the 


way as follows: 
Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 9th, 1913. 

‘Dear Sir:—I arrived at my post this day. Captain 
Baker has marched * * * in consequence of which I 
reported to Capt. A. Kingsley, * * *. performed 
my route by the way of Pittsburg. Desend the Ohio 
to the Falls, from there to this by land and on foot; 
distance, 200 miles, in 5 days. A scetch of my journey 
will appear in print. No impediment on the way ex- 
cept a skirmish with a Bear; to avoid him I ascended 
a Tree, Turned and Fought him with my Dirk, it being 
the only weapon I had. After he got a sore nose and 
head he retreated. I descended, tuck up my bundle 
and proceeded at least 16 miles before I came to a 
House. This is only to let you know what I can do 
give me a chance to do one thing I am sorry to remark 
if ever I am obliged to enter the field of battle in the 
humble station of a lieutenant. 

“Respectfully, I am, 
“Your obt. hil. Servt., 


“24 Lieut. 44th Infantry.” 
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The case of Lieut. William K. McCue, 1st Inf., who re- 
cently appeared in Chicago after an absence without 
leave for some weeks, has caused considerable comment 
during the past week. It seems that Lieutenant McCue 
was recently married in San Francisco, shortly after his 
return from the Philippines. He was given a short leave 
of absence which he overstayed, and the next thing the 


War Department authorities knew of him was when they 
received a telegram from a woman in Cincinnati stating 
that Lieutenant McCue’s last marriage was bigamous and 
that he was her lawful husband. At the same time word 
was received that Lieutenant McCue had deserted his San 
Francisco wife in a hotel in Chicago and had left her to 
pay the hotel bill, The matter was immediately placed in 
the hands of General Bates, commanding the Department 
of the Lakes, who telegraphed the War Department from 
Chicago under date of July 1, as follows: “Lieut.  Wil- 
liam K. McCue, 1st Inf., placed in arrest in this city and 
held at Fort Sheridan for observation as to sanity. Was 
stopping at Great Northern Hotel with woman whom he 
js said to have married recently in San Francisco. Stated 
in newspapers that he has another wife in Cincinnati, 
but action in arresting him was only taken on representa- 
tion of managers of hotel that he was evidently of un- 
sound mind. Regret that such investigation as I have 
been able to make tends to verify alleged bigamy. Further 
report by mail.”

Much regret is felt by the War Department at the de- 
lay in getting the six enlisted men who successfully 
passed their preliminary examination for commission in 


the Army in the Division of the Philippines to the school 
at Fort Leavenworth, where they will take a special 
course of instruction to prepare them for their final ex- 
aminations. It will be impossible to get these men to 
Fort Leavenworth before July 15, which gives the men 
who took the examination in this country several weeks’ 
advantage. The six men are Sergt. Anton C. Cron, 27th 
Inf.; Sergt. Andrew D. Chaffin, 26th Inf.; Sergeant 
James P. Wayland, ist Cav.; Corp. Emil Engel, 11th 
Cay.: Corp. Louis Farrell, 27th Inf., and Corp. Fred 
W. Pitts, 2d Battalion of Engineers. These, together 
with the forty-one candidates who successfully passed the 
preliminary examination in this country, will be exam- 
ined again on September 1. There are no vacancies at 
the present time in the grade of second lieutenant of Ar- 
tillery, but eight in the Cavalry and forty-four in the In- 





fantry. The difficulty which is being experienced in get- 
ting officers to take the examination for transfer to the 
Signal Corps continues, and it hardly seems probable that 
additional vacancies in the line will be created this year 


by such transfers.

The Secretary of War has ordered an investigation of 
the charges developed in a judicial investigation in New 
York that Congressman Littauer, of New York, was fi- 
nancially interested in a contract awarded by the Quar- 
termaster’s Department in 1898 to E. R. Lyon for gloves 
and gauntlets for the Army. Under the law Congressmen 
are forbidden to have any interest in Government con- 
tracts, and an inquiry into the matter will without doubt 
prove that no knowledge was had by any officer of the 
Service that Mr. Littauer was, as alleged, interested in 
the Lyon contract. It has claimed that there was an 
agreement between Lyon and Littauer that if the contract 
was awarded to the former the gloves would be purchased 
from the latter’s factory. The papers published in the 
case show that the profits on the contract were divided 
between Lyon and Mr. Littauer’s firm, but Mr. Littauer 
explains that this was simply the method adopted for de- 
termining the price for goods purchased of him under a 
contract which he had nothing whatever to do with ob- 
taining. 
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lhe regulations for the organization of the Army Gen- 
eral Staff will provide that all inspection work, except 
the inspection of money accounts, shall be done by officers 
of the General Staff. The duties of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department, except those of keeping the records of 
the War Department and records of the Army, are ab- 
sorbed in the General Staff. The intention is to have 
an officer of low rank either first lieutenant or cap- 
tain, as adjutant general of the Military Departments 
who will, as far as his duties are concerned, be but a com- 
missioned chief clerk in charge of the records; the chief of 
of staff to be a General Staff officer, who will have the du- 
ties now performed by the Adjutant General's Depart- 
ment. It will always be necessary, by regulations, to 
have officers detailed to the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment whose duties will be to inspect the accounts for 
money disbursed by the Army. The General Staff regu- 
lations are still being reviewed by chiefs of the staff de- 
partments of the War Department. 
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The law officers of the War Department have recently 
been called upon to decide a question as to the right of a 
contract surgeon to issue an order to an enlisted man. 
The case is that of Private Herbert P. Mark, of the Hos- 
pital Corps, who was convicted by court-martial in the 
Division of the Philippines of disobeying the orders of 
Contract Surgeon James C. Rutledge and sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment. The man has already served 
about a third of his sentence. His friends have called 
upon the War Department for his release on the ground 


that there is no warrant of law for his imprisonment, and 
have called attention to repeated decisions that contract 
surgeons are not officers in the meaning of the law, but 
are civilians. The decisions in this case will be awaited 
with much interest by the Army. 





Judge Advocate General Davis, of the Army, has this 
week given an opinion regarding the payment by the Gov- 
ernment of the expenses of transporting the remains of 
enlisted men to their homes in this country, which is of 
importance, as it entirely reverses the recent actions of 
the Government in this matter. General Davis holds 
that Army posts, etc., cannot be regarded as “camps” 
within the meaning of the law, and calls attention to the 
fact that the word “camps” was meant to apply to the 
camps for the mobilization of troops established during 
the Spanish War, and that the only such now in exist- 
ance is at the Presidio of San Francisco. He states that 
in the event a man dies at an Army post he must, unless 
his family or friends be willing to pay the expenses of 
bringing the remains home, be buried at the nearest mili- 
tary cemetery or Army post. 

Rear Admigal W. C. Wise, U.S.N., hoisted his flag 
July 1 in Hampton Roads on the U.S.S. Alliance, which 
he is occupying temporarily as the flagship of the Train- 
ing Squadron. The flag was duly saluted by the five 
ships in the Roads. The only other vessel of his squad- 
ron the Admiral had with him was the Yankee. He will 
be joined later on by the other vessels rendezvousing 
at Hampton Roads probably until September 1. The 
Admiral’s family are at the Hotel Chamberlain, Fortress 
Monroe. They left Pensacola about the middle of June, 
followed by many regrets. Capt. Francis W. Dickins suc- 
ceeds Admiral Wise at Pensacola, where, with his tal- 
ented wife, he will maintain the traditions of hospitality 
which have given the Pensacola Yard such a pleasant 
place in the memories of the many visitors to that charm- 
ing station. 





Major General Chaffee, commanding the Department of 
the East, recently requested Col. Henry H. Adams, com- 
manding at Plattsburg Barracks, to make a report to the 
Secretary of War on the possibility of making Crab Is- 
land, or Isle St. Michael, on Lake Champlain, near 
Plattsburg, a national park. On this island are buried 
many soldiers killed in the Battle of Plattsburg. Colonel 
Adams has recommended to the Secretary that the ground 
be cleared and the island be made into a park, with a sec- 
tion reserved as a burial ground, in which an appropriate 
monument may be erected.

Manila despatches say that the Filipino press, through 
its provincial correspondents, says there are sensations at 
various places over the report of Lieutenant General 
Miles on conditions in the archipelago. One correspond- 
ent declares that the inhabitants in the vicinity of La- 
guna suffered severely from American abuse. It is al- 
leged that cases of assault, murder, and other cruelties 
were known to American officers, but were allowed to go 
unpunished. The Filipino papers say the’ American press 
condemns the demand for proof of these statements. 








A tentative program has been laid down by the War 
Department for the movement of troops between the 
United States and the Philippines during the year 1904. 
Five of the following six regiments of infantry will be or- 
dered to the Philippines probably in the spring of 1904: 
The 7th, 3d, 12th, 20th, 21st and 22d. The following 
regiments of infantry are scheduled to return to. this 
country from the Philippines in 1904: The 26th, 27th, 
28th, 29th and 30th. 


The U.S.S. Bancroft, Lieut. Comdr. A. BE. Culver, U. 
S.N., commanding, has been ordered to proceed from San 
Juan P.R., to eastern Venezuela, where, it is reported, 
the Bancroft is going, because reports received by the 
State Department tell of a renewal of revolutionary ac- 
tivity there. The non-reconcilable opponents of Presi- 
dent Castro hold Ciudad Bolivar and some other places. 
The report that there has been a renewal of the asphalt 
controversy is declared authoratively to be erroneous. 





Our Army orders this week publish the detail for a 
trial ordered to convene at Henry Barracks, Cayey, P.R., 
June 15, to inquire into certain allegations of defamation 
of character brought against Capt. Charles Hamilton, 
P.R. Inf., by a firm of attorneys representing Jerome 
Hamlin, late captain of the same regiment. We under- 
stand that the inquiry is at the request of Captain Ham- 
ilton. We have received a sensational account of the al- 
leged facts in the case which we have declined to publish.

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STEEL TRAINING SHIPS FOR THE NAVY. 

In accordance with an act of Congress of March 3, 
1903, the Navy Department has ordered the building of 
the two steel training ships, the Cumberland at Boston, 
and the Intrepid at Mare Island, the cost of each, exclu- 
sive of armament, not to exceed $370,000. The vessels will 
be propelled by sail only; will be bark rigged, and will be 
used for training landsmen and apprentices. The di- 
mensions are: Length on the water-line, 176 ft., 5 in., 
over all about 210 ft.. 6 in.; extreme breadth, 45 ft., 7 
3-4 in.; a displacement at normal draft of 16 ft. 5 1-4 
in., about 1,800 tons. The hull, lower masts and bow- 
sprits will be of steel, the remaining masts and spars of 
the Lest Oregon pine. 

The vessels will have transverse and longitudinal bulk- 
heads, an inner bottom worked for nearly the entire 
length; open berth and main decks and a raised fore- 
castle. - 

The battery will consist of six 4-inch r. f. guns, four 
6-pounder r. f. guns, two 1-pounder r. f. guns, and two 
Colt’s automatic guns, .30 caliber. The 4-inch guns will 
be mounted on the gun dock in broadside and the re- 
mainder of the battery on the main deck and hammock 
berthing. The magazines are all aft, and well isolated 


from the dynamos, auxiliary machinery and boilers. 

The auxiliary machinery will consist of two 24 K.W. 
generators, with the necessary lamps, fixtures and a 
search light; two evaporators of about 4,070 gallons to- 
tal capacity; two distillers of about 3,000 gallons ca- 
pacity; one condenser of about 260 sq. ft. cooling sur- 
face; pumps for drainage, fire and other purposes; a 
steam capstan windlass and an electric winch. Steam 
will be supplied to this machinery by two boilers, each 
S ft, 2 in. in diameter, 10 ft., 6 in. long, with a total 
heating surface of about 1,500 sq. ft., and a total grate 
surface of about 49 square feet. 

There will be a hand steering gear, a pumping and 
drainage, fire main, flushing and fresh water system; al- 
so an artificial ventilation system, operated by electric 
motors. Storage will be provided for about 10,000 gal- 


lons of fresh water to permit of a long cruise. 


Accommodations will be 


provided for a commanding 


officer, nine ward room officers, six warrant officers and 


320 crew.

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COURT MARTIAL OF CAPTAIN HARTMANN. 

According to the Manila Times of May 23, Capt. 
Carl F. Hartmann, Signal Corps, U.S.A., who was re- 
cently tried by court martial in Manila on charges of 





irregularities in his property accounts, has received a 
full and honorable acquittal, and has been restored to 
duty. The findings in the case were disapproved by 
Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., who was the re- 
viewing authority. 

Captain Hartmann was tried before a general court 
martial which convened at Manila, March 13, 1903, and 
of which Lieut. Col. Charles B. Hall, 30th Inf., was 
president, and Lieut. Winslow H. Reaves, Art. Corps, 
was judge advocate. The charges were: I. Conduct 
unbecoming an officer and gentleman, in violation of the 
61st Article of War. II. Embezzlement in violation of 
the 60th A.W. The specifications alleged that the ac- 
cused did knowingly make a false and fraudulent re- 
turn of property for which he was accountable and re- 
sponsible to the United States, in that he dropped from 
said return one native horse in his charge and for which 
he was responsible and accountable, giving as his au- 
thority the approved finding of a Board of Survey re- 
lating to another native horse, a pony stated to have 
died at Silang, for which he was not accountable. Also 
that he made the same statement to a Board of Survey. 
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Havana despatches state that the treaty containing 
the terms for the lease of coaling stations to the United 
States and the treaty dealing with the sovereignty over 
the Isle of Pines were signed on July 2 by Mr. Squiers, 
the American Minister, and Garcia Montes, Acting Secre- 
tary of State. The treaties will go to the Senate for 
ratification.

Sir: 1. ‘I have the honor to state that unofficial inform- 
ation received indicates that the “lJadrones’’ have at all 
times a considerable supply of ammunition for the U.8. 
Magazine rifle and carbine cal. 3, and that they probably 
obtain it from enlisted men who fail to properly 
guard their ammunition from theft or loss, even if they do 
hot deliberately dispose of it. 

2 Crders are strict about caring for fired shells to 
Prevent their falling into the hands of natives, and it is 
still more important to care for the cartridge itself, 

3. It is thought that commanding officers of organiza- 
ons should be directed to make careful check of the 























number of cartridges of any kind in the hands of the com- 
mand by ireyuent inspection; and that every man who 
cannot satisfactorily account for all his cartridges should 
be punished, in addition to having the value charged to 
him as directed in paragraph 175 A.R., 1901. 

4. Great care should be taken to prevent leaving loose 
ammunition or partly filled boxes open in store, where 
cartridges can be taken a few at a time without attracting 
attention. 

5. Attention has been drawn by the police to the danger 
of aliowing native boys, newsboys, etc., not regularly em- 
ployed, to enter offices and barracks where cartridges and 
even arms may sometimes be picked up; watchfulness be- 
ing naturally disarmed in regard to such boys unless par- 
ticular aitention is called to need of it. !

Asiatic cholera having been reported as appearing agai 
in various parts of the division, the attention of all con- 
cerned in this command is directed to the necessity of 
taking every possible precaution to protect the troops 
from infection. Strict compliance with G.O. No. 8&8, 
Headquarters Division of the Philippines, Series 1902, so 
far as it applies to the stations in this Department, is en- 
joined on all, and commanding officers are particularly 
directed to adopt every necessary measure to see that 
the spirit of its provisions are carried out in every re- 
spect. At every station in this Department in or near 
localities where cholera is reported as occurring, soldiers 
will be prohibited from entering saloons, native restaur- 
ants, or shacks, and from using any fresh native fruits 
or vegetables or any native drinks. Copies of this cir- 
cular and of the Division order referred to will be kept 
posted at all times as required by paragraph XI of that 
order; and station commanders will issue such additional 
instructions as local conditions may require, and as may 
be necessary to prevent possible exposure to infection by 
members of their commands due to natural tendency to 
carelessness as a result of the continued presence of the 
disease in the archipelago.

Calamba, Laguna, P.I., May 20, 1903. 

A novel precession passed down the main street of 
Calamba yesterday morning; a band of twenty-six Fili- 
pino musicians, playing a lively two-step, preceeded a 
column of Cavalrymen, while on the flank trotted the 
mascots, three native doges and a colt, togged out in blue 
coats inscribed “ 6." Two dignified carabaos, yclept 
“O' Hooligan” and “Sweitzerkase,"’ brought up tke rear. 

It was M troop of the 6th Cavalry, from the adjourning 
town of Santo Tomas, coming to the field day competition. 
The natives of that town think this troop the biggest 
thing that ever happened, much credit for which is due 
to Capt. A. V. Anderson and his Lieutenants, Baer and 
McCabe. This band, spotlessly dressed in white clothes 
and helmets, gave an excellent concert in the evening, 
which was well attended by the garrison here. 

The next morning G of the 6th, from Cabuyao and H 
of the same regiment, joined M in an attempt to wrest the 
honors from A troop, of the 13th Cavalry, recently ar- 
rived from the United States. The field was a beautiful 
stretch of turf on the shore of Laguna de Bay. There 
were thousands of nafives present, besides the visitors 
from adjacent military stations. The 13th Cavalry repre- 
sented by Troop A (Captain Williams) carried off the 
pennant, leading their nearest competitor by eighteen 
points. The carabao race, natives riders up, proved a sur- 
prise to those who thought that these animals could not 
run. The Roman race was the most exciting event; four 
competitors appeared, each one standing on two horses, 
and raced 200 yards to a bamboo stake which they were 
required to turn, and returned to the scratch. The M 
troop team won by skillful handling. To the natives it 
appeared little short of marvelous to see these fearless 
Cavalrymen come rushing along, standing erect on the 
horses backs and urging their teams forward. 

The only accident to mar the day occurred at this time. 
Capt. W. M. Whitman, Q.M., 13th Cav., in charge of the 
sports, was run over by the last team and rendered un- 
conscious. He was taken home in an ambulance. where 
tt was found that beyond a badly bruised leg and severe 
shaking up, no serious injuries were sustained. One 
horse fell and the rider, Davis, of A troop, was stunned.

Those employed by the civil government, stationed here, 
having entirely forgotten the taste of ice and fresh meat, 
did not help to celebrate. They only ‘“‘went back and sat 
down,” some of them, however, wish that they might be- 
long to the Army just a enough to get near to the 
cvok house to get a smell during the broiling of the 
meat, and begged to be allowed to gaze upon the ice, 
tears trickling down their faces while ng upon it, 
as it brought back memories of their childhood days be- 
fore they were far away from Manila and an ice pliant.

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THE BATTLE OF THE PENS. 

What is there in the use of ink which is so exciting 
to the brain? Even the mild and inoffensive military 
man, when ke is betrayed into the writing habit, becomes 
at times more inflamed with choler than when he draws 
his sword for battle, and the mercilessness with which 
the professional writer pursues his antagonist when he 
gets him at the point of his pen has no parallel in the 
annals of war. We came upon a curious illustration of 
this in looking over some old letters the other day, 
Among them was one from Charles Reade in which he 
gave his opinion of a rival English novelist, Marian 
Evans, better known under her pen name of George 
Eliot. Mr. Reade, who was really a kindly disposed and 
a most generous hearted man, seems to have become 
possessed with a Berserker fury at the mere suggestion 
that George Eliot was entitled to a higher place as a 
novelist than he. Writing with reference to a critical 
article in which this opinion was expressed Mr. Reade 
said: 








“2 Albert Terrace, Knightsbridge, June 8, 1869. 

“Dear Sir: You side with fools and liars against me. 
You have published, without a word of disclaimer, a 
diatribe in which George Eliot is described as the first 
of English novelists and her style, which is in reality a 
mediocre, monotonous style with no music and no beauty 
in it, is described as perfect, and my style, which on 
proper occasions, is polished beyond the conception of 
George Eliot, or any such writer, is condemned whole 
sale as sadly rugged, ete. And this in a monthly which 
contains a story by me. It does appear strange to me that 
you, who have got the cock salmon, should allow this 
ass * * * * * * * * to tell your readers that the trout is 
a bigger fish than the cock salmon. 

“Now hear the real truth. George Eliot is.a writer 
of the second class, who has the advantage of being 
better read than most novelists. She has also keen 
powers of observation and reasoning. 

“She has no imagination of the higher kind, and no 
power of construction nor dramatic power. She has a 
little humor, whereas most women have none; and a little 
pathos. But she has neither pathos nor humor enough 
to make anybody laugh nor anybody cry. 

“Her style is grave, sober, and thoughtful; but it lacks 
fire, tune and variety. 

“She has been adroit enough to disavow the sensa- 
tional, yet to use it as far as her feeble powers would let 
her. Her greatest quality of all is living with an anony- 
mous writer, who has bought the English press for a 
time and puffed her into a condition she cannot main- 
tain, and is gradually losing. 

“Why lend yourself to a venal English lie? This 
George Eliot is all very well as long as she confines 
herself to the life and character she saw with her own 
eyes down in Warwickshire when she was young, But 
the moment imagination is required she is done. Let 
any man read true books about the Middle Ages and then 
read ‘Romola’—he will at once be struck with two things: 
that the records of the Middle Ages are a grand romance 
full of noble material and character and situation, and 
that this unhappy scribbler of novels has so dealt with 
that gigantic theme as to dwarf it to her own size. 
When you have waded through the watery waste of 
‘Romola,’ what remains upon the mind? 

“A little Florence, a faint description of petty politics 
not worth mentioning. A little Savonarola depicted, not 
sculptured. A young lady called Romola, who is not 
mediaeval at all, but a delicate minded young woman 
of the nineteenth century and no other. And a hero who 
is—Mr. George Lewes. 
“Now read a mediaeval novel by Scott, or even “The 
Cloister and The Hearth’ by Charles Reade. Do these 
works miss all the grand features of the Middle Ages a8 
this poor unimaginative scribbler has done; or do they 
transport you out of this ignorant present into a ruder 
and more romantic age? Verbum sapienti., 
“I will only add that in all her best novels the best 
idea is stolen from me and her thefts are not confined 
to ideas and situations, they go as far as similes, des- 
criptions, and lines of text. Believe me, the pupil is 
never above her master. 
‘This last fact coupled with the persistent detraction 
I meet from my fair pupil’s satellites in the English 
press will, I hope, excuse this burst of bile. 
“Seriously, however, and setting my personal feelings 
out of the question, do not you underrate the judgment 
of the American public in this case; nor overrate the 
judgment of the English press. 
“The public is an incorruptible judge; the Press.is 4 
corruptible judge; and peculiar facilities were offered in 
G. Eliot’s case for buying the English press, and they 
have been purchased and repurchased accordingly.

“CHARLES READE.” 

We observe that a correspondent of the New York 
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Evening Post asks whether Charles Reade ever came to 
this country. We are able to say positively that- Mr. 
Reade never did visit the United States. He did pro- 
pose to come’ in 1868, in response to a tempting offer to 
deliver a course of lectures here, and the editor of the 
ArMY AND NAVy JOURNAL, who was in correspondence 
with him at that time, urged him to do so. Mr. Reade 
replied that he had such a dread of the ocean, as the re- 
sult of his experiences on the English Channel, that he 
could not be persuaded to subject himself to the horrors 
of a trans-Atlantic voyage. In looking over the letters re- 
ceived from Mr. Reade, at that time, to ascertain these 
facts, We Came upon the letter we quote, which is so 
characteristic of its author, and so interesting, that we 
reproduce it here, though it might, perhaps, properly 
seek some other medium of publication. George Eliot 
died in 1880, and Charles Reade in 1884, so that it 
is many years since controversies of this sort have con- 
cerned either of them.

SOLDIERS AND CIVIL LAW. 


The El Paso (Texas) Times spins a yarn about Major 
Gen. S. B. M. Young, U.S.A., which is to the effect that 
on one occasion at Las Vegas, N.M., General Young, 
when a lieutenant colonel of Cavalry, marched into a 
police court, leaving a file of troopers outside, and took 
out of the hands of the justice one of his cavalrymeu 
who was on trial. The El Paso paper may be quite sure 
that if General Young took any action which gives a 
foundation for this story, he was strictly within his right. 
Article 59 of the Articles of War exactly defines the re- 
spective duties of an officer of the Army and the civil 
authorities with reference to a soldier who has made 
himself amenable to arrest by the civil authorities and 
this article says: 

Art. 59. When any officer or soldier is accused of a 
capital crime, or of any offense against the person or 
property of any citizen of any of the United States, which 
is punishable by the laws of the land,.the commanding 
officer, and the officers of the regiment, troop, battery, 
company, or detachment, to which the person so ac- 
cused belongs, are required, except in time of war upon 
application duly made by or in behalf of the party iIn- 
jured, to use their utmost endeavors to deliver him over 
to the civil magistrate, and to aid the officers of justice 
in apprehending and securing him, in order to bring him 
to trial. If, upon such application, any officer refuses or 
willfully neglects, except in time of war, to deliver over 
such accused person to the civil magistrates, or to aid 
the officers of justice in apprehending him, he sHall be 
dismissed from the Service. 

It has been held by the legal authorities that a soldier 
cannot. be arrested on civil process except in the manner 
provided by this article. When the arrest is made “with- 
out a previous demand, or after a demand not duly made 
in accordance with the Article and therefore not 
acceded to, the law is violated, the act is a trespass, and 
it is the right as well as, in general, the duty of the com- 
mander (who owes it to his command to protect them 
from illegal seizure, and to the United States to main- 
tain its just authority), to retake the prisoner from the 
custody of the civil officials and return him to his former 
status. In so doing the commander is entitled and 
properly required to employ such military force as may 
be suitable and sufficient to effect such purpose in an 
orderly manner; but before resorting to this means, he 
will properly call upon the civil authorities to return the 
prisoner, allowing them a reasonable time for the pur- 
pose, and if he has any reason to question.the policy of 
summary action, he will first seek instruction from the 
Secretary of War.’ (Winthrop’s Military Law, p. 1079). 
The Attorney General has further held that “the com- 
manding officer owes a duty to the men under his com- 
mand—he owes them the duty of protection, so long as 
they continue in the faithful discharge of their duty. This 
duty is first in point of time, and highest in point of obli- 
gation. This Article (59th) gives him no authority to 
withdraw that protection and deliver over his men to 
others, except in the case which it describes.” Apparent- 
ly in the ease cited by the El Paso Times the circum- 
stances were such as to make General Young's duty 
plain to him and he acted promptly and efficiently, as he 
always does. It is even held that an accpsed officer or 
soldier cannot properly surrender himself to the mili- 
tary authorities. However willing and ready he may 
bh to yield to the course of civil justice, it is not for 
him to decide whether it is proper for him to do so, but 
for the commander alone. 

The questions arising under Article 59 are not ques- 
tions between the civil and military authorities, but 
between the National and the State or municipal au- 
thority. As the Supreme Court has held (21 Howard 
576), “The powers of the General Government and of 
the State, altheugh both exist and are exercised within 
the same territorial limits, are yet separate and distinct 
scvereignties acting separately and independently of each 
other within their respective spheres. And the sphere 
of action appropriate to the United States is as far 
beyond the reach of the judicial process issued by a 
State judge or a State court as if the line of division 
was traced by landmarks and monuments visible to the 
eve.” The Army representing as it does the National 
vathority, is boynd to maintain that authority where 
it is not made plain that the local jurisdiction controls. 
Military authority does not extend its protection in the 
seme degree to those on furlough or leave of absence. 
Il’ is in the power of the civil authority to arrest such 
persons under the conditiens governing civilians and 
without application to the military authorities. They 
are substantially in the same position before the law 
as any person not in the military service, and equally 





responsible to the civil authorities for any offence against 
the civil law. We have taken the occasion of this 
criticism upon General Young to call attention to these 
features of law as it would appear, from what we 
oo the daily papers, that they are not always under- 
st 5 


THD GENPRAL STAFF. 

Among the ill-considered criticisms which have been 
passed upon the scheme of the Army General Staff we 
have found none more remarkable than the following 
from the New Orleans Picayune: “It is already clear 
that the people behind the General Staff idea are prepar- 
ing to create a military oligarchy within the Army which 
will override all the various bureaus of the War De- 
partment and dominate everything within the Army that 
is worth dominating. In a word, the Chief of Staff will 
be practically the Commanding General of the Army— 
not nominally as General Miles has been, but actually. 
The Chief of Staff should have no such extensive powers 
as the new regulations propose to give him, particularly 
over troops actually on the scene. It is entirely unsafe to 
give a Chief of Staff resident at Washington the power 
to negative the slightest movements of generals command- 
ing in the field.” 

It is unnecessary to deal seriously with the Picayune’s 
alarmist talk about “a military oligarchy” in the Army. 
That sort of eriticism is both hysterical and harmless, 
and will scare nobody. But the contention that under 
the new order of things the Chief of Staff will be prac- 
tically and actually the Commanding General of the 
Army is serious for the reason that it indicates a grave 
misapprehension of the conditions upon which the Gen- 
eral Staff system is based. There appears to be an im- 
pression on the part of the Picayune and other journals 
that the creation of the General Staff involves some 
radical modification of the organic structure of the mili- 
tary establishment. Yet nothing of the kind has been 
done or could be done except by changing the Constitu- 
tion. The President of the United States is Commander 
in-Chief of the Army, and his powers have neither been 
enlarged nor curtailed by the law creating the General 
Staff. The purpose of that measure is to insure greater 
directness in executing bis policies, and this it aims to do 
by so concentrating and simplifying the processes of mili- 
tary administration that every part of the mechanism 
can be counted upon to perform its function expedi- 
tiously, accurately and in harmony with all the other 
parts. The new law is designed to provide for the Army 
relatively what an extensive employer of civilian labor 
requires for a successful manufacturing enterprise— 
namely a highly organized management which shall in- 
sure harmony and economy in operation, with the re- 
sponsibility of each individual in authority clearly de- 
fined and all working in union to execute the purposes 
of the man at the head. The Army is a great business 
organization, and needs an administration based on 
business principles. 

If the Picayune can propose a system better calculated 
to establish such an administration than the General 
Staff we should like to have it do so. Meanwhile we beg 
to assure our New Orleans contemporary that the Con- 
stitution is unchanged and that the President's military 
authority thereunder is the same that it always has been, 
We agree with the Picayune in thinking that more power 
should be given to the officers actually in command of 
troops, but the power to limit their action, and to em- 
barass them in the exercise of the functions of command, 
has always rested with the War Department. The ques- 
tion is whether it should be exercised by a half a dozen 
“ndependent bureaus or be concentrated in a single officer, 
representing the Commander-in-Chief through his alter 
ego, the Secretary of War. Those who contend that au- 
thority should be exercised by the ranking officer of the 
Army have reason in their contention, but unfortunately 
the Constitution forbids this and the attempts of the 
general officers commanding to exercise independently 
the functions of command have had no other result thus 
far than to create friction and give rise to scandals 
which have brought the military Service into discredit. 
It may be found that the Staff system adopted for tne 
Army, and proposed for the Navy, will be found to re- 
quire modification when tested in actual practice, but it 
is certainly in the line of unity, harmony and an increase 
of efficiency, all of which are essential factors in the 
proper conduct of a military establishment. 

To express an opinion on the subject of the postoffice 
scandals may subject us to the reproach visited upon the 
boy who, when he attended the obsequies of the father of 
a school fellow with whom he was not acquainted, was re- 
minded that it was none of his funeral. A newspaper is 
required, however, to make such extensive use of the 
Post Office Department that whatever concerns its proper 
adm‘nistration, is of interest to us and to our readers. 
Efficiency, combined with honesty, is the essential of 
mail service and, setting aside the question of morals, we 
should be inclined to give the first place to efficiency. 
Certain it is that efficiency should not be sacrificed to an 
attempt to satisfy censoriousness by subjecting to punish- 
ment men who, without profit to themmelves and without 
dishonest intent or evil purpose of any sort, have exer- 
cised a discretion that law allows them in a way that does 
not satisfy those who are “out for blood.” Without hav- 
ing any special knowledge on the subject, it appears to us 








that this is being done in the case of Mr. James T. Met- 
calf, superintendent of the money order system, who, dur- 
ing twenty years’ of efficient service, has handled mil- 
lions of the people’s money. Undoubtedly no guilty man 
should escape, but it is equally important that no inno- 
cent man should suffer to make a reputation for impla- 
cable honesty on the part of some one else.

Some question has arisen as to the proper date that 
should be given the commissions of the officers recently 
appointed to fill the staff vacancies in the Marine Corps. 
The appointments to fill these vacancies were made by 
the President on June 18, and the commissions have been 
given that date. It is claimed by some of the officers in- 
terested that their commissions should have been dated 
March 8, 1908, the date of the passage of the act author- 
izing that these vacancies be created, It being held that 
this question is similar to that in the Army with refer- 
ence to the appointments to the grade of lieutenant to 
fill the original vacancies created under the previsions of 
the act of Feb. 2, 1901. Many of the commissions grant- 
ed under that act were dated back to Feb. 2, 1901, when 
the act was approved. It is possible that the Marine offi- 
cers will appeal to the Secretary of the Navy for a set- 
tlement of this matter, notwithstanding the fact that they 
have already their commissions, which have been dated 
June 18.

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To what extent the financial embarrassment of ship- 
building concerns having contracts for the construction 
of naval vessels will increase the agitation in favor of 
building warships in Government yards is a matter of con- 
jecture, but it is morally certain that the agitation will 
be renewed in the new Congress and supported with ar- 
guments drawn from existing conditions. Even those 
who oppose Government construction must realize that 
the contingency which has now arisen is bound to cause 
discontent. It will be urged that no government should 
be required to risk its interests to long delay in the exe- 
cution of its contracts by private corporations, and that 
unless those corporations give satisfactory guarantees for 
the performance of their work in the specified time the 
Government will have to build its own ships. The em- 
barrassment of the shipbuilding is therefore a matter of 
general regret, not merely because it means serious loss 
to individuals, but also because it may lead to undesirable 
changes in the construction policy of the Navy Depart- 
ment.

Under the act passed by the last Congress the new 
Department of Commerce and Labor became a reality on 
July 1. In addition to the Bureau of Corporations end 
the Bureau of Manufactures, which were created by the 
law, the Department includes the Census Bureau, the 
lighthouse establishment, steamboat inspection service, 
Bureau of Navigation, United States Shipping Commis- 
sioners, National Bureau of Standards, Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, Bureau of Immigration, Bureau of Statis- 
tics, Bureau of Labor, Fish Commission and the Bu- 
reau of Foreign Commerce. The personnel of the De- 
partment consists of 1,289 persons in Washington and 
8,836 in the country at large, and its appropriations for 
the new fiscal year amount to $9,796,847. Secretary 
Cortelyou has organized the Department on practical 
business lines, and his proved ability as an executive af- 
fords the highest assurance that his administration of 
its affairs will be both brilliant and useful. 








It is rather early to talk about sending naval vessels to 
St. Leuis during the Exposition of 1904, but the man- 
agers of the Exposition have already broached the subject. 
to Secretary Moody and it is believed that he will at least 
send severa) torpedo boats or destroyers up the Missis- 
sippi, but it is te be hoped that the Navy Department 
may give notice even at this early day that no larger 
ships will be ordered to make the trip. The recent ex- 
perience of the monitor Arkansas, which, after leaving 
St. Louis, got caught near Cairo by falling water and 
would have been compelled to remain there until next 
spring had it not been for an unexpected freshet, served 
as an emphatic warning against sending heavy vessels to 
distant points on our inland rivers. The Navy Department 
may be counted upon to do its utmost to increase the at- 
tractiveness of the St. Louis Exposition, but it should not 
be expected to send large ships so far from tide water that 
their return would be uncertain. 





We presume that there is no truth in the story that a 
colored officer, stationed at the Presidio, rebuked some 
enlisted men who neglected to salute him by hanging his 
uniform coat to a post and ordering them to salute that. 
A soldier is not required to salute the uniform, but the 
officer, and it is part of the courtesy which thie re- 
quirement is intended to promote that the salute should be 
returned. The obligation is mutual between the efficer 
and the enlisted man and between officers of different 
grades. The inferior is required to first give the salute, 
but the salute must be acknowledged. The spirited

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


The following fanciful story is from the Manila Ameri- 
can of May 21: “In neutral waters three miles from 
Hong Kong, according to the latest advices from vessels 
arriving from that port, there are 300,000 stands of arms 
on board a large sail boat destined for the Philippines. 
The British authorities at Hong Kong are looking the 
matter up, but it seems that the filibusters have taken 
all necessary precautions And have anchored beyond 
the authority of the British authorities. It is under- 
stood ‘that these arms are consigned to representatives 
of German firms, but there is so much mystery shroud- 
ing the matter that the authorities are at sea. The 
Philippines insurrection has made filibustering profitable 
and many adventurers have been indulging in this de- 
lightful pastime since Uncle Sam poked his nose into 
the Orient. Just who is at the back of it is not known. 
A cargo of small arms can easily be dropped off a sail- 
ing vessel at any old point along the coast. The usual 
course taken by filibusters is to toss the arms overboard 
and attach a buoy. ‘Then a signal is displayed until it 
is recognized and the filibuster proceeds on its way. Im- 
mediately a fleet of cascos oo bancas leave the shore 
and take up the consignment, and unless a revenue 
cutter runs them down, which is highly improbable, the 
arms are safely stowed away in some cache ashore. It 
is well known that large sums of money are being con- 
tributed for the purchase of arms and if our Asiatic 
fleet would do a little work over on the Chinese coast in 
running these filibusters down, it might save us some 
trouble over here. ‘The news comes to the Manila 
American from authentic sources and the authority is 
witheld, but the constabulary and insular government 
are advised that it is up to them to intercept this at- 
tempt to aid the new insurrection.” 

Capt. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department, is 
co-operating with the officers in Manila in the prepara- 
tion of the exhibit from the Philippines for the St. 
Louis Exhibition. A corps of seven collectors is em- 
ployed in making an exhaustive search throughout the 
archipelago for whatever will throw light on the products, 
life and character of the islands and people. Special 
attention will be given to the fisheries, forestry and 
fibre exhibit. The collection of fishes will contain speci- 
mens hitherto unknown to the world. The woods of the 
Philippines are of immense commercial value. The fibre 
exhibit will, it is claimed, show that the hemp grown 
on Luzon alone would pay for the islands in a few 
years. 

Further particulars as to the death of the late Capt. 
Clough Overton, 15th U.S. Cavalry, who was killed by 
Moros in the Island of Mindanao on May 15, are con- 
tained in two belated reports recently received at the War 
Department. One, signed “Shelton, A.A.G.,” and dated 
Cagayan, May 16, is as follows: “Captain Overton and 
Lieutenants Cameron and Lynch left Cagayan 12th in- 
stant to scour the vicinity of Agusan. Were attacked 
by a bolo band near Agusan yesterday, 15th instant, 10 
a. m. Killed: Captain Overton, cut in waist and leg; 
Private Henry Noyes, cut in back, almost instantly 
killed; Private Harry Hartlow, cut in back and head. 
Bodies brought in by Lieutenant Cameron.” The second 
report is from Lieutenant Cameron and reads: “Cap- 
tain Overton, myself and fourteen men were scouring 
country twenty-five miles southeast of Tagoloan (in 
search of insurgent leader Flores). Town of Sucatlan 
took fifty prisoners. (The American forces had been re- 
duced to eleven men). Searched Sucatlan and took many 
bolos and spears. I, with eight men, pushed into the 
mountains, Captain Overton, with three men, remained 
with the prisoners. Returned two hours Jater, and at 
once started north with the dead and wounded, Tele- 
phoned from Agusan for doctor. Hence Green’s informa- 
tion. Found telegraph office closed on arrival.” 

That Governor Taft of the Philippines has profited by 
the experience of the Army in dealing with the turbulent 
elements of the Filipino population is shown in a com- 
munication which has just reached the War Department. 
One Dominader Gomez, a reckless demagogue and so- 
called labor leader, recently sent a communication to the 
Governor asking that Faustino Guillermo, a notorious 
ladrone, be permitted to surrender with an understanding 
that he should enjoy immunity from punishment. To 
this proposal Governor Taft promptly replied that 
“neither to him nor any companion of his will a pardon 
be extended.” “It seems proper for me,” added Governor 
Taft, “to warn you that much information is coming to me 
that, taking advantage of the present unfortunate de 
pressed condition of agriculture and business, you are striv- 
ing, through the Union Obrera and the Partido Nacional- 
ista, to incite the ignorant classes of people to disorder by 
means of deftly worded and staged seditious and treason- 
abled dramas and in many other ways, and that in the op- 
eration of the machinery for the maintenance of law and 
order it is not the dupes and victims who are likely to re- 
ceive the severest punishment.” The position taken by 
Governor Taft is the only safe one. Any compromise 
with outlaws like Guillermo or any temporizing with se- 
ditious agitators like Gomez would be a colossal blunder 
that would surely result in disaster. During the military 
administration of the islands the officers of the Army 
steadfastly refused to make terms with Filipino crimi- 
nals. The guilty were punished, the innocent were pro- 
tected, the law was invariably enforced and the result 
was that the natives developed a proper respect for 
American authority. It speaks well for the civil au- 
thorities that they are following the same policy. 

Speaking of the order issued by Brig. Gen. Jesse M. 
Lee, U.S.A., directing a vigorous prosecution of the cam- 
paign against the outlaws in the Surigao district of Min- 
danao, the Manila Freedom says: “General Lee is the 
stubborn old type of officer we must confess to having a 
great deal of admiration for in many ways. His recent 
proclamation in Suriago to the outlaws and the general 
community read like the days of °61. It rings true as a 
die, and Lee is the man to carry it out to the letter, as 
the obstreperous natives will find out if they attempt to 
fool him. Letting a buzz saw severely alone is very wise 
if one’s feelings are not to be hurt.” 


On the recommendation of the Secretary of War and 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army, the President 
has pardoned Tomas Bascos, convicted in 1900 of kid- 
napping and murder, and sentenced to be confined for fif- 
teen years in the Presidio. de Manila; Gonzalo Manipon, 
eonyicted of manslaughter, and sentenced.in 1900 to im- 
prisonment for five years in the Presidio de Manila: 
Lorenzo Camaya, convicted in 1901 of manslaughter, and 
sentenced to imprisonment for seven years in the Pre- 
sidio de Manila, and Pascual Pasis, convicted in 1900 of 


murder, and Sentenced to be hanged, which sentence was 
subsequently commuted to imprisonment for twenty years 
in the Presidio de Manila. 

Headquarters of the Division of the Philippines in 
Manila was removed on May 23 from the Estado Mayor 


to Fort Santiago. General Davis and his staff, Colonel 
Heistand, Adjutant General, and his force of clerks, and 
Colonel Carbaugh and his assistants, removed their offices 
and office effects and records, but some of the staff offi- 
cers will remain for some time. Offices for Colonel At- 
wood, Chief Quartermaster, have not been completed and 
they will not leaye the Estado Mayor just now. The 
Estado Mayor is to become headquarters for the Vepart- 
ment of Luzon and General Wade, his staff and the force 
of cierks engaged under them will move in within a few 


The construction of the large Army post at Angeles, 
near Manila, is making rapid headway. The Quarter- 
master’s building and store houses are ready for occu- 
pancy and the workmen are now building the commissary 
depot. After this work is finished the erection of bar- 
racks will begin. In the meantime the eig&kt troops of 
the 5th Cavalry and the two companies or Philippine 
scouts stationed there are quartered in tents. Fort Stot- 
senberg, as the post has been officially named by the War 
Department, will be among the largest military stations 
in the Philippines. It will have ample accommodations 
for 1,500 troops. The post is located about four miles 
northeast of Angeles and only two miles from the Manila 
and Dagupan railroad, being connected with the main 
line of the road by a spur which leads to the storehouses 
at the post. About 100,000,000 feet of lumber have al- 
ready reached the post and there is still anotner 1,000,000 
feet lying in Manila awaiting transportation to the reser- 
vation.

RIFLE PRACTICE BY THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The powers that be have decided upon uniforming the 
Regular and the Militia alike; there is a uniform drill, 
in fact there is uniformity in everything pertaining to 
the soldier as a unit and the Army as a whole, because 
of the beautiful simplicity of supplies when all are alike. 
Your soldier could fight without a uniform, he has been 
known to fight and win without very much drill, but 
Heaven help the soldier who cannot shoot, and the more 
training he gets along this line the better offensive and 
defensive machine he becomes. He must be trained 
systematically and, allowing for individual peculiarities, 
the National Guard of each State should be trained 
under the same system, so that a qualification made in 
one State would have the same value in. all, and the 
Government be enabled to keep accurate tab on its re- 
serve forces and to estimate their value as good shots. 

The writer, while recognizing at once the value of 
Special Course C as being far in advance of any system 
ac present in existence, at first held the opinion that it 
was too complicated and that its several courses would 
require more time in their completion than the average 
guardsman could or would give to such military duty, 
but further study of this most admirable system not 
only strengthened the conviction that in this course the 
United States had not only a most comprehensive and 
common sense method of bringing order out of chaos in 
so far as naticnal rifle shooting is concerned, but also a 
very common-sense method of producing in a gradual 
and practical manner the largest number of good shots 
in the shortest possible time. Without opportunity of 
testing the actual time and number of shots necessary to 
complete the several courses embraced in the one gen- 
eral course, the writer studied the number of shots fired 
during several years under the requirements of the Mary- 
land Guard for qualification as marksman and sharp- 
shooter, with especial reference to the time given by the 
individual. Our range limit is, or was during this time, 
200, 300 and 500 yards, and the requirements were higher 
for each range than those required by the course in ques- 
tion, yet it seemed that more time was given by the 
men to secure their standing as either marksman or 
sharpshooter under our rules than would be necessary to 
secure the same qualifications under Course C up to the 
same range, i. e., 500 yards, and the excess time appar- 
ently would have been more than enough to have 
carried them through the balance of the course, i. e., 
800, 900 and 1000 yards. General Spencer’s recent 
article in these columns fully corroborates this opinion 
by actual demonstration, so that it would seem useless 
to consider this objection any longer. 

Given a complete range, 200 to 1000 yards, it seems 
probable that soon every State will be obliged to make 
a business of rifle shooting for its troops, just as it does 
of other military duties, otherwise it is difficult to get 
the men out to the range. They have not realized the 
necessity of being a good shot, they soon learn that their 
officers are poor shots and their brand of enthusiasm is 
very lukewarm, so that the enlisted man is not all to 
blame for being shy on interest. It strikes me that the 
time is not so very far distant when a qualification as 
sharpshooter will be a necessity in the requirements of a 
commissioned office, and that no sergeant’s or corporal’s 
warrant will be issued to men who are not at least 
qualified marksmen. When the State thus appreciates 
rifle shooting the enlisted men will more than likely be- 
come more interested. The enlisted men claim, and per- 
haps rightfully, that there is very little inducement for 
them to persevere in practice; they are required to pay 
their fare to and from the range, lose their time, perhaps 
forfeit their job if absent too many times during the 
season, and after securing their qualifications, receive 
no other recognition from the State than a seventeen 
cent medal. 

It is difficult 





to make the average man understand 


, the value of the time given to an employee for military 


purposes; in fact there seems to be a widespread feel- 
ing against the socalled “tin soldier’ by the large cor- 
porations, and the smaller firms take their cue from the 
larger ones and interfere with the progress of a body 
that should have their warmest sympathy. It seems to 
me that this is one of the chief difficulties in developing 
interest in rifle shooting in this country. The enlisted 
man has his living to make and must attend to business 
or hunt a new job. It is also true that most firms would 
rather give an employee several consecutive days than 
to arrange for irregular days during a week for several 
weeks, so that a possible solution of the problem will be 
an annual camp of instruction in rifle shooting, during 
which a company or battalion of men will be sent to 
the State range for a period of time sufficient to enable 
every man to receive all the instruction he is capable of 
assimilating during this time. Under these circumstances 
each State will provide a qualified instructor who will 
be paid an adequate salary which will guarantee his 
services, not only on the range, but at the armories, for at 


these latter places both officers and men must receive 
the primary instruction, without which Course C wij] 
prove of little value. Proper training in sighting, aiming 
and position, gallery practice, standing, sitting, kneeling 
and in'the prone position, with skirmish and volley fir. 
ing must be taught, and the graduate from this pre. 
liminary training will find no complication in the courses 
of range firing, neither will unnecessary time be cop- 
sumed when on the range in giving instruction which 
should have been given elsewhere. This plan will cost 
money, but the outlay will, in a few years, more than re. 
pay the State in the annually increasing number of ex. 
pert shots thus developed and if a generous cash prize 
list is added, the inducements thus offered cannot help 
but influence new enlistments and keep the older men in 
the ranks. The services rendered the State of New 
Jersey by General Spencer and the District of Columbia 
by Major Bell are too well known to need reiteration, 
but in “Special Course C” these two gentlemen haye 
reared a monument which in years to come will stand as 
a record of service to the entire country, a service that 
cannot be too highly estimated by all those who haye 
the interest of rifle shooting and the National Guard at 


heart.

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A QUESTION OF PROMOTION. 


Department of Justice, 
Washington, D.C., June 28, 1903. 
The Secretary of the Navy, 

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your communication of 23d June, 1903. 

It appears that Colonel James Forney, of the United 
States Marine Corps, has made application to the ‘Presi- 
dent to be placed on the retired list of such corps with 
the rank of brigadier general, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section eleven, of Rev. Stat., to reorganize 
and increase the efficiency of the retirements of the 
Navy and Marine Corps of the United States, appeared 
3d March, 1899. He represents that he has served con- 
tinuously in said corps since Ist March, 1861, and that 
his record is a creditable one. For your guidance in 
disposing of this application you ask my opinion as to 
whether section eleven, of the act referred to applies to 
officers of the Marine Corps. 

The act of 3d March, 1899-00, Statutes at Large. 
chapter 413, was evidently drafted with care and with 2 
clear understanding of the distinctions between the Navy 
and the Marine Corps. The first seventeen sections, in 
definite terms, apply to the Navy; then follow the sec 
tions, which, with some exactness, apply to the Marine 
Corps. These two arms of the Service are recognized 
and treated throughout the entire statute as separate and 
distinct, and for use of them appropriate provision is 
made. Section eleven reads: 





“That any officer of the Navy, with a creditable record. 
who served during the Civil War, shall, when retired. 
be retired with the rank and three-fourths the sea pay 
of the next higher grade.” 

The intention of the Congress, as expressed in the 
language of the act, must guide in its interpretation. 
The mere fact that one set of officers, not mentioned, 
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are as meritorious as those expressly provided for, can- 
not justify a construction liberal enough to give to the 
former benefits granted in clear terms only to the latter. 

The unambiguous language of section eleven makes it 
apply only to officers of the Navy, and there is nothing 
within the entire act which in any way indicates that 
any officer not in the Navy was intended to be included 
within the provisions of such section. 

1 am, therefore, of the opinion that section eleven 
does not apply to officers of the Marine Corps, and have 
the honor to so advise you.

WAGES OF NAVY YARD EMPLOYEES. 


he Secretary of the Navy this week took very im- 
portant action in the matter of giving imcreased wages 
to employees at the various navy yards. The specific 
action was in the case of the empleyees at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard, who some time ago petitioned for a 
twenty per cent. increase in their wages. A Board on 
Wages consisting of Commanders Davenport and Bow- 
ver and Lieutenant Commander Shipley, to whom the 
matter was referred, made an exhaustive study of the 
wage conditions in private manufacturing plants in the 
vicinity of Washington and Baltimore and submitted 
recommendations which have been approved by Secretary 
Moody. They recommend that the per diem of the men 
employed at the Washington Navy Yard be increased as 
follows: 

Stable keepers from $2, $1.76, $1.36 and $1.12 to rot 
$2. 31.76 and $1.52; wood carvers from $3.28, 04, 
sz.su and $2.56 to $3.36, $3.12, $2.88 and $2.64; riggers 
from $2.56, $2.24, $2 and $1.76 to $2.80, $2.56, $2.34 
and $2.16; file sharpeners from $2.96, $2.72, $2.48 and 
$2.24 to $3.12, $2.88, $2.64 and $2.40; furnace men from 
$2.56, $2.32, $2.08 and $1.70 to $2.72, $2.48, $2.24 and 
$2; joiners from $3.20, $2.88, $2.56 and $2.32 to $3.36, 
s3.i2, $2.88 and $2.64; machinists from $3.20, $2.96, 
82.72 and $2.48 to $3.36, $3.12, $2.88 and $2.64; model 
makers from $3.28, $3.04, $2.80 and $2.56 to $3.36, $3.12, 
$2.88 and $2.64; pattern makers from $3.28, $3.04, $2.80 
and $2.56 to $3.36, $3.12, $2.88 and $2.64; plasterers 
from $8.76, $3.52, $3.28 and $3.04 to $4, $3.76, $3.52 
and $3.28; shipwrights from $3.20, $2.88, $2.56 and $2.32 
to 83.36, $3.12, $2.88 and $2.64; tinners from $3.04, 
$2.80, $2.56 and $2.32 to $3.20, $2.96, $2.72 and $2.48; 
underground cable splicers from $2.88, $2.56, $2.24 and $2 
to 33.04, $2.80, $2.56 and $2.32; wire men from $2.88, 
$2.56, $2.24 and $2 to $3.04, $2.80, $2.56 and $2.32. 

In its report the board on wages says: 

“The recommendations for these increases in wages, 
which in some cases may be a little higher than those 
paid by private firms, is warranted by the public in- 
terests and the wages paid in some private establish- 
ments for the highest class of work, which fact is taken 
in consideration in connection with the high character 
of work required to be done in this yard by first class 
mechanies. It is at present difficult to ebtain machinists 
and pattern makers of the highest skill or to retain them 
after they come. In the case of file sharpeners, the 
board was unable to obtain any data, but makes the 
recommendation because of the excellent work done by 
the new process, a class of work equal to that done by 
a second class machinist and is a great saving to the 
Government. 

Secretary Moody’s letter approving these recommenda- 
tions follows: 

“The schedule of wages submitted by the Board on 
Wages to the commandant of the Washington Navy 
Yard is approved, with the understanding, however, 
that the Board on Wages may submit a higher rate of 
wages for specially skilled and efficient workmen in the 
different crafts in the yard to be limited in number and 
selected by the heads of the respective departments in 
which they work. If upon consideration of the submis- 
sion it appears to be practicable to the Department to 
do so, and it further appears that such a course would 
result in giving such higher rate of wages only to the 
specially skilled and efficient men, it is probable that as 
a” experiment this course may be undertaken. This 
clion is based upon the belief, after a careful examina- 
tion of the data collected by the Board on Wages, that 

great body of the workmen at the yard are paid 
wages as high or higher than corresponding workmen 
in private employment, but that in exceptional cases, 
where there is exceptional skill and efficiency, the rate 
wages is not as high as is paid in like cases in private 
employment,

OUR SHIPS AT KIEL. 


At the luncheon given in honor of Emperor William 
7 


on the U.S.S. Kearsarge at Kiel on June 27 there were 36 
euests, including the Kaiser, Prince Henry of Prussia, 
the captains of the American squadron and the admirals 
German fleet. Informal toasts, conveying good 
will, were exchanged by Rear Admiral Cotton and 
Emperor William. The latter spoke in excellent Eng- 
lish, and among other things said the last time he dined 
oi in American warship was at the opening of the Kiel 
Canal eight years ago. He expressed the hope that it 
would not be eight years more before he repeated the 
peasure. He said he was certain that the German and 
American flags would meet only in friendly rivalry in 
th civilization and peace of the world. He presented 
4 Leautiful solid silver punch tureen to the Kearsarge, 
as a souvenir of his visit to the vessel. The Kaiser also

d permission to present two marines who were at- 
ling him at the luncheon with medals or match boxes, 
and expressed disappointment upon being informed that 
the regulations of the U.S. Navy would not permit it. His 
personal thanks were conveyed to the men. 
tear Admiral Cotton, U.S.N., gave a reception on 
June 29 on board the flagship Kearsarge. Emperor 
William was represented by his brother, Prince Henry 
of Prussia. The guests included Herr von Tirpitz, Seere- 
tary of the Imperial Admiralty, members of the aristoc- 
y, the captains and other officers of the German war- 
ships in the harbor there, Ambassador Tower and Mr. 
onl Mrs, W. K. Vanderbilt. Admiral Cotton and his 
oficers dined on the evening of the same day with the 
En.peror on board the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, after 
which they took final leave of his Majesty. The Ameri- 
cans were highly pleased with their visit. 
‘Kiel despatches to the London Daily Mail say that the 
American officers and sairs have created a most favora- 
blk impression among t ‘bitants and naval and 


military officers. The sailors particularly are frater- 
nizing with the German sailors, and are thoroughly en- 
Joying themselves. ‘Lhe newspapers are filled with lauda- 
tory articles welcoming the Americans and praising their 
ships, which, they say, have passed through the ordeal of 
fire and are in the first rank of the navies of the world. 

Shore leave was given to 350 men from the crews on the 
night of June 24. They were taken in charge individu- 
ally and in groups by the German sailors, who treated 
them in the most hospitable manner. Before the Ameri- 
can squadron leaves Kiel a smoker will be held aboard 
the Kearsarge in honor of the sailors of the German 
fleet, at which the permanent troupe of minstrels aboard 
the cruiser Chicago will perform. 

Count Von Tirpitz, Secretary of the Navy, under the 
Imperial Government, visited the Kearsarge on June 25, 
and in the course of his inspection of the battleship, ex- 
pressed particular admiration for the conning tower. He 
inspected the Kearsarge thoroughly. Afterward he drank 
a glass of champagne with Rear Admiral Cotton and the 
captains who were summoned from the other ships. The 
Admiral and officers of the American Squadron dined on 
the evening of June 25 with the Kaiser and Kaiserin 
Augusta Victoria on board the royal yacht Hohenzollern. 
The chief toast was one to President Roosevelt, proposed 
by the Emperor. 

In the sailing races for ships’ cutters and launches at 
Kiel, Germany, on June 29, the crews of the American 
warships kept up their reputation as winners by captur- 
ing two out of four races, and being well to the front in 
the others. In the first contest the cutter from the U.S. 
S. Chicago, with Midshipman Stephen C. Rowan in 
charge, won Prince Henry’s prize for warships’ cutters. 
Her competitors were the cutters of the German ships 
Freya, Hohenzollern, Frauenlob, Ariadne, Blitz and Ha- 
gen. The sailing launch of the U.S.S. San Francisco, 
with Ensign George W. Steele, jr., in charge, won the 
prize in the race for warships’ launches. The launch of 
the German turret ship Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse was 
second and that of the U.S.S. Kearsarge, in command 
of Lieut. Henry C. Mustin, was third. There were four- 
teen German entries in this race, and Lieutenant Mus- 
tin’s boat would have won to a certainty, it is said, if an 
outsider, the Hodrit, had not fouled her, carrying away 
a portion of the sail of Mustin’s launch when she was in 
the lead and near the finish. The German crews cheered 
the Americans. The course was twice around a seven- 
and-a-half-mile triangle. Lieut. Patrick W. Hourigan, of 
the U.S.S. Kearsarge, entered in the sailing cutter com- 
petition, in which fifteen German cutters took part, and 
came in fifth. The Chicago’s small cutter competed in 
another race and came in fifth.

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EMPEROR WILLIAM AS AN INSPECTOR. 

Secretary of the Navy Moody on June 29, in reply to 
an inquiry from the editor of the Milwaukee Germania, 
denied that any responsible person in the Navy Depart- 
ment had criticised the action of the Emperor of Ger- 
many in making an inspection of the battleship Kear- 
sarge. The occasion for official notice of reports that 
Emperor William had violated the courtesy of the Ameri- 
can officers at Kiel was found in the tollowing tele- 
gvam received June 29 at the Navy Department: 
“Secretary of the Navy: 

“New York Herald, Milwaukee Sentinel, and other 
papers publish sensational Washington despatch, saying 
EXxmperor’s inspection of Kearsarge sharply criticised in 
Navy Department and that Emperor’s act considered 
breach naval etiquette. Is Germania permitted to de- 
ny truth of this vicious nonsense’? 

“SCHLENITZ, Editor.” 

Secretary Moody replied as follows: 

“Editor Germania, Milwaukee, Wis: 

“No criticism of the Emperor’s inspection of the Kear- 
sarge has been uttered by any responsible person in this 
Department so far as I can ascertain. I am informed 
further by Rear Admiral Taylor, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, that the Emperor’s inspection is in no way 
subject to criticism and can be considered in no light 
other than courteous attention on the Emperor’s part 
to us. It is a long-established custom of foreign offi- 
cials to inspect battleships of friendly nations, and is re- 
garded as an honor. 

“WILLIAM H. Moopy, Secretary of the Navy.” 

The Herald, in the despatch referred to, said: “Navy 
officials here say it has been the experience of United 
States naval authorities that the German navy is exceed- 
ingly secretive regarding its battleships, and does not per- 
mit any detailed inspection. It is also declared a breach 
of naval etiquette for a foreign guest on board a battle- 
ship to insist upon inspecting it. This point is especially 
emphasized in the Navy Department in view of the fre- 
quent comparisons of equipment between the German and 
American navies since the Venezuelan episode, when Ad- 
miral Dewey had his warships conveniently stationed 
near the scene of action. There is a strong conviction in 
navy circles that Kaiser William is straining all the re- 
sources of his empire and his ship yards to build a navy 
which shall outstrip the American navy rather than 
serve as a means of home defense or to prevent his colo- 
nies from being held as hostages in the event of hostilities. 
Observers who have mingled with German naval officers 
admit that the prospect of an encounter with the Ameri- 
can navy is regarded as one of the possible exigencies of 
the future, owing to the niceties of the international dis- 
putes growiag out of South American issues and the pros- 
pect of clashing commercial interests between Germany 
and the United States.” 

We recall at least one instance in which one of our 
war vessels in a German port was inspected from top to 
bottom by an officer of the German navy. On the oc- 
easion of his visit of ceremony he requested permission 
to make the inspection. This was granted, as it enabled 
the American officer in his turn to make an equally thor- 
ough inspection of the German man of war. Perhaps 
when President Roosevelt gets an opportunity he will re- 
turn the compliment of the Emperor.

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THE VOYAGE OF THE FORTUNE. 


We referred last week to the long trip around the 
Horn, from the North Atlantic coast, of the U.S. .tug 
Fortune, in command of Lieut. Alfred W. Hinds. We 
give herewith some additional facts concerning the 
voyage. 

The U.S.S. Fortune finished her long trip “around 
the Horn” when she tied up to the buoy at the Navy 








Yard, Puget Sound, on-June 11. The trip was made it 
one day less than five months. 

During actual steaming the Fortune averaged 166, 
knots a day, which, considering the fact that -her bottom 
was pretty foul, was quite good, ' ; 

She carried no doctor or paymaster, but the health of 
the crew turned out to be good and the U.S. Consuls in, 
the different parts acted as paymasters. 

Heavy weather was encountered off the eastern end_ 
of Magellan Strait, in the gulfs of Penas and Tehuan- 
tepet, and for over half the run north of San. Fran- 
cisco; and as she tied up to the buoy in Bremerton there’ 
was, very probably, a little sigh of thanks that went up, 
from both officers and crew. ; 

The Fortune’s officers were Lieut. A. W. Hinds, Mid. 
shipman C. W. Fisher and Boatswain J. J, Rochfort™ 
and she had a crew of thirty-one. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


One thousand dollars has been allotted the navy yard 
at New York for cleaning up the rubbish that has col- 
lected there for some years past. The sum of $10,000, 
it is held, would have been more like the necessary sum. 
In connection with the cleaning up of the yard, many of 
the buildings will be painted afresh. For this and the 
cleaning additional men have been employed or re- 
quistioned to the number of nearly 100. This is one- 
sixth of the force of the Yards and Docks Department: 

Bids were opened at the Navy Department on June 23, 
for the construction of the 1,085 ton gunboat Paducah, 
authorized by the last Congress. The Gas Engine and’ 
Power Company, of Morris Heights, New York, was the’ 
lowest bidder, offering to construct the vessel for $355, 
000 in twenty months. The Townsend and Downey Uom- 
pany, of New York, was the only other bidder at $377,- 
v00 on the Navy Department's plans and specifications. 
The Gas Wngine and Power Company was awarded the 
contract for the Dubuque, the sister ship of the Paducah, 
at $295,000. The limit of cost prescribed for each of 
these ships is $382,000. 

The tug Potomac, which went aground near San Juan, 
Porto Rico, June 16, got off without damage. 

Admiral H. ©. Taylor, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, announces rules for the enlistment of elec- 
tricians for wireless telegraphy as follows: A candidate 
for enlistment as an electrician for wireless telegrapher 
in the Navy, must have a working knowledge of tele- 
phones, measuring instruments, call bells, etc., and be 
able to connect up same to batteries and to make minor 
repairs to them. Familiarity with ordinary telegraph 
instruments, while an aid in acquiring a working knowl- 
edge of wireless telegraphic instruments, is not an es- 
sential qualification for enlistment as wireless telegraph 
operator. Applicants for enlistment must be able to 
write legibly and be good spellers. Applicants will be 
enlisted as electricians, third class, at $30 per month and, 
if practicable, given a course of instruction on some 
cruising ship or wireless telegraph shore station already 
equipped, and as found qualified will be assigned to 
cruising ships as needed, either in charge of the station 
or as assistants to the electrician in charge. Men de- 
tailed as operators will be eligible to promotion to higher 
ratings of the electrical branch when they qualify as 
operators and have served the required probationary 
time under the regulations through the successive grades 
to chief electricians, at $60 per month, when they .prove 
their ability to take charge of the wireless telegraph sta- 
tion and interior communication on board ship and have 
been assigned to duty. . 

The searchlight experiments that the U.S. Light House 
Service has been making on the lightships at Cape Hat- 
teras have proven entirely successful, and hereafter the 
searchlights will be a regular feature of the coastwise ser- 
vice. The searchlight warning of the danger of Dia- 
mond Shoals has fully demonstrated the practicability 
of the light, and it will be continued. Comdr. John M. 
Hawley, U.S.N., commanding the 5th Lighthouse Dis- 
trict, announces that No. 71 will show the usual lights, 
with the addition of a searchlight throwing a vertical 
beam of white light toward the zenith, and sound a fog 
signal having the same characteristics as those of No. T2. 


The inspector of ordnance at the Naval ty nee 
Station, Newport, R.I., has been instructed by the Navy 
Department to place the torpedoboat Winslow in com- 
mission as soon after July 5 as possible. The Winslow 
is to be employed in the torpedo exercises which are to 
be carried on at the torpedo station during July and 
August in connection with the maneuvers on ot parts 
of the coast. 

Active preparations are under way for transferring 
the machinery and smoke pipes of the Galveston from 
Richmond to the Norfolk Navy Yard, the State courts 
having released their custody of the vessel on account 
of the recent action of the Navy Department and At- 
torney General. pi 

Following her recent arrival at the Mare Island Navs 
Yard from her prolonged Asiatic cruise, the Princeton 
was placed out of commission at that yard last week 
and will be at once taken in hand for the repairs which 
a board of survey has found that vessel to require be- 
fore she is again placed in commission for sea service. 
The Mare Island yard is among the foremost in the 
quality of the work turned out, and it is believed that 
the Princeton will be placed in good condition at Mare 
Island within the time and for the sum of money which 
the board estimated as necessary for the work. 

The U.S.S. Iowa was placed out of commission at 
the navy yard, New York, on June 30, and will under- 
ge repairs there for several months. ora 

On May 29 the French tug Becquet came into violen' 
collision with a torpedo-boat, and one man was killed in 
consequence, and three others seriously injured. It was 
not expected that the torpedo-boat, which was some twen- 
ty years of age, would be of any further service, The 
third-class German cruiser Amazone, while endeavoring 
to enter the harbor of Brest in a fog, failed to notice a 
black buoy placed to indicate certain harbor works ih 
progress and, passing on the wrong side of it, found her- 
self ashore on a falling tide. However, no material dam- 
age was done, and, lightened by the discharge of some of 
her stores, the cruiser was towed off at high water. 

The monitor Scorpion, which was recently sold out by 
the British navy and foundered off Newfoundland last 
week, -was one of the two ships, the other being the Wi- 





vern, which made so much trouble for us du the 
Civil War. The two ironclads were built the rds: 
under the direction of an uncle of t Roose- 


velt, James D. Bullock, the Confederate navy. 
They were seized by the British Government on. 
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New York Sun says: “The English papers said hihi ee at F. Boughter. Sailed June’7 from’ Cavite 


at. the time that superiority of the Scorpion and the 
Wivern to the other vessels of the British navy was a dis- 
grace to England. The two monitors had the deflective 
armor of the Monitor and the Merrimac and were fitted 
with revolving turrets. If they could have been secured 
by the Confederacy the blockades might have been raised 
and the effect upon the result of the war might have been 
very great. In view of the fact that the Scorpion had 
been used of late years as a target for British war vessels 
in the West Indies, an old Confederate sailor wrote to the 
Association of Confederate Veterans a few weeks ago, 
suggesting that she be bought by the association and pre- 
served as a relic. His letter reached New Orleans in the 
last week of May, two days after the convention had 
closed its annual session and too late, therefore, to receive 
attention. It was published in the New Orleans papers 
and a movement was started to carry out the plan.” 

Advices from Newport, R.I., announce a successful offi- 
cial trial there on June 30 of the torpedo boat Nichol- 
son in the presence of the Navy Trial Board, and having 
met all the requirements she will be accepted by the Gov- 
ernment. At her maximum pressure of 195 pounds she 
made a speed of 25.75 knots, exceeding the contract re- 
quirement by a quarter of a knot. At a pressure of 100 
pounds she made 20.9 knots, exceeding the requirement 
by six-tenths of a knot. At a pressure of 125 pounds she 
made 22.77 knots, exceeding the requirements by fifty- 
seven hundredths of a knot. At a pressure of 160 pounds 
she made 24.4 knots, and exceeded the requirement by 
two-tenths of a knot. After her official runs she was sent 
on a long endurance run outside and in the bay, and be- 
haved well. ,She was built by the Crescent Ship Building 
Company, of Elizabeth, N.J. 

The U.S.8. Keafsarge, flagship of Rear Admiral Cot- 
ton, and the San Francisco and Chicago arrived at Kal- 
landborg July 1 from Kiel and anchored in the roads. 
The squadron was to sail on July 3 for Spithead, Eng- 
land, where it will meet the gunboat Machias, which went 
through the Kiel Canal. Admiral Cotton says in cable- 
gram of the visit to Kiel: “The happy intercourse be- 
tween the officers of high rank and all the surface indi- 
cations appear to show that the object of the visit was 
accomplished. Everything possible was done by m- 
peror William, Prince Henry and others to make our stay 
pleasant, which was reciprocated. The squadron will ar- 
rive in the inner harbor of Portsmouth at 9:30 a. m., 
July 7.” 

The Board of five rear admirals appointed to select two 
Heatenants of the Navy for compulsory retirement with 
advance rank in accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 9 of the Personnel Act, completed its work on July 
2, and made its report to the Secretary of the Navy.

LEGAL DECISIONS AFFECTING NAVY. 


In the case of Comdr. Charles A. Adams, the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, overrules the decision of the 
Auditor disallowing his claim for commutation for quart- 
ers while he was sick in the hospital at his station. The 
Comptroller says: : 

“An officer on leave is supposed to be at his home or at 
a place of his own choosing, and the Government under 
those circumstances ts under no obligation to pay any —_ 
of his expenses of living. In this case the officer was at 
his station where his home was for the time being, 
quarters indirectly furnished by Government by the pay- 
ment of commutation; here were his family and personal 
effects. It would seem to be harsh treatment, and not 
in harmony with the humane consideration usualiy shown 
by the Government to its officers, to turn them out of 
their homes furnished, or indirectly provided, whenever 
they might be compelled by sickness to receive t 
meat at a hospital when no provision is made for fa 
or belongings. I am of the opinion that when, as in 
this case, an officer is receiving commutation of quarters 
at his station and goes, or is sent, temporarily to a hos- 
pital at that station he is entitled to receive the commu- 
ation while so temporarily under treatment as he would 
be, and for the same reasons, while assigned to temporary 
duty away from his station.” 

The Secretary of the Navy has called upon the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury for a decision as to. whether or 
not Acting Assistant Surgeons in the Navy, ove years tor 
a period of three years, are entitled to ~ 
service credit allowed by section 13 of the 
to all officers appointed from civil life in small their 
pay.

In view of this fact, section 1467, Revised Statutes, 
which enacts that ‘line officers shall take rank in each 
grade according to the dates of their comm * does 
not apply to the cases of officers retired with the rank of 
the next higher grade. If there is conflict between these 
two provisions of law, section 11 of the Personnel Act, 
being the later enactment must be taken as am 
section 1467 of the Statutes. In the within case, Chie 
Gunner Venable, who was retired under section 11 of the 
Personnel Act, above quoted, ranks with, t after lieu- 
tenants (junior grade), while Chief Gunner Walsh, who 
is on the active list, rank with, but after ensigns.

IRONING JEFFERSON DAVIS.

To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

In a recent issue of your paper I noted a communica- 
tion reflecting upon the strictures which General Nelson 
A. Miles, U.S.A., has put upon soldiers of the United 
States in the Philippines, in regard to “barbarous and 


inhuman treatment,” and I also note your editorial 
comment, upon the communication, and in so far as your 
correspondent has drawn a parallel between these acts, 


- and the act of General Miles in placing irons upon Jef- 


ferson Davis, in Fortress Monroe, in May, 1865, I beg 
to correct the opinion which you have formed in the 
premises. General Miles never had official orders to put 
irons upon Jefferson Davis. I was oflicer of the day, up 
on the date in question, when irons were put upon Mr. 
Davis. General Miles called me into headquarters and 
told me that he had “authority” to place Mr. Davis in 
irons, and in confirmation of his orders General Miles 
exhibited to me a personal letter from the then Secre- 
tary of War, Stanton, which evidently was in reply to a 
communication from General Miles, in which the Secre- 
tary in effect said, “If you consider the safe-guarding 
of the prisoner requires it, you may place him in irons, 
at your discretion.” 

There was nothing mandatory from the Secretary of 
War, all was left to the discretion of the commanding 
officer, nor was the communication official, and I am 
sure that a review of the files of the Adjutant General’s 
Ottice will reveal no official communication, making it 
mandatory upon General Miles, to put Jefferson Davis 
in itons, and, further, I shall say that it was not an 
act necessary to insure the safe retention of the prisoner 
within the custody of the United States.

THE HEAT PRODUCING LEGGIN. 


To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The new uniform regulations (as last amended by G. 
O. No. 54, current series, A.G.O.) prescribe that the Ser- 
vice coat and breeches, leggins and russett leather shoes, 
constitute the habitual dress for enlisted men in garrison 
unless otherwise prescribed by the commanding officer. 
No provision is made, as in the case of officers, for Ser- 
vice trousers, to be worn without the leggin. Is it pos- 
sible that the framers of this order contemplate that we 
shall at all times in garrison envelop our nether ex- 
tremities in the serviceable but heat producing leggin? 
Imagine the joy of living in a tropical station, in bar- 
racks, office, or elsewhere, clad forever and forever in the 
affectionate, clinging, and sweat producing leggin. Oan- 
not the enlisted men have Service trousers, (wool or cot- 
ton), to be worn when not on duty requiring the presence 
of the leggin. The writer is a non-commissioned officer of a 
staff corps, whose duties are such as to keep him at desk 
eight of twelve hours per day; there are probably at a 
low estimate, 2,000 other enlisted men similarly situated; 
we can’t possibly use the adherent leggin in our line of 
business. Won’t the good “peo-pul” in Washington please 
let us wear trousers? Not laced trimmed, or gold laced, 
but the common, ordinary or garden trousers.

ANGEL ISLAND. 


Discharge Camp, Angel Island, Cal., June 23, 1903. 

Although the Discharge Camp has been organized 
over a period of three years it has never had a flag staff 
or floated the glorious flag of our country over this little 
island until to-day. For some time the officers and men 
have been waiting the designated time for the formal flag 
raising, which took place this morning. The 1st Bat- 
talion of the 13th Infantry was paraded, and after a 
short march to the location of the pole, commanded by 
Lieut. Col. J. W. Duncan, with the splendid band of this 
regiment leading, the flag was raised by Miss Carroll 
Duncan, who pulled it to the top of the stately flagstaff 
while the band played “Our Country ’tis of Thee.” After 
this had been accomplished Colone] Duncan made a very 
eloquent and spirited address, an extract of which is here 
appended : 

“Colonel Markley: I am of the opinion that this 
ceremony, although strictly military, would not be per- 
fectly complete without a few words in the form of an 
address, and in the absence of any person who felt like 
making one I feel it incurabent upon myself to say a few 
words. This camp was established by Major Gen. 8S. B. 
M. Young nearly three years ago; its purpose—a unique 
feature in American history—was to have the American 
soldiers returning from the Philippines well guarded and 
cared for until homeward bound, instead of setting them 
adrift in a large city to be the prey of the unscrupulous, 
or to be lured by temptations on every side. No more 
fitting place could have been found than this very one, 
San Francisco being the natural gateway between the 
United States and the Orient, and in its harbor Angel 
Island, the largest of its cluster of islands; easy of ac- 
cess to San Francisco yet far enough away to serve its 
purpose as a haven for the returning soldier. Fort Mc- 
Dowell being such a short distance from the camp it evi- 
dently was not thought necessary to erect a flag pole and 
fly a flag at this camp, until you, sir, originated the idea 
that it was necessary and proper to have one, and we are 
on this spot now beholding the fruit of your idea, the 
seed you planted having been nourished and brought to 
maturity by a part of your own regiment. 

“It seems fitting after so many troops have come and 
gone from this camp, that this beautiful ceremony should 
be conducted by the 13th Infantry, a regiment which 
bears on its banner ‘First at Vicksburg,’ and claims the 
place of first on San Juan Hill, and has placed its banner 
of victory on many a hard fought field. It has often been 
said that the sun never sets on the flag of the British 
Empire, the same can now be said of our beautiful ban- 
ner, affectionately termed ‘Old Glory.’ ” 

After Colonel Duncan had finished his speech, Colonel 
Markley in a soldierly manner complimented Colonel 
Dunean on his speech as well as the men of the 13th 
Infantry, citing the glorious history of the 13th, Sheri- 
dan’s old regiment, and asking them to remember what it 
was in the past, how it had hewed its name on th® monu- 
ment of history and how it should strive to even do bet- 
ter in the future. The band executed some excellent 
music and well sustained its high reputation as a mu- 
sical organization second to none. 

The oldest boy of Capt. J. R. Lindsay, Q.M. at Fort 
McDowell, met with what might have been a very serious 
accidént. He was swinging and in some manner fell to 
the ground, the sharp pointed mast of a toy yacht pene- 
trating his mouth and entering his palate, producing a 
good deal of hemorrhage but fortunately not doing him 
any serious injury. 

The friends of Colonel Markley, of the 13th Isfantry. 
and they are legion, are much interested in the rumor of 
a brigadier generalship coming his way soon. Colonel 
Markley well deserves this promotion, not only on account 
of his life long devotion to the service, but also for his 
heroic work at the Yellow Fever Hospital in Cuba, where 
he took his life in his hands every day in the week and 
living week after week in the deadly vicinity of this terri- 
ble disease.

CAMP. OF 1TE_ N.G.N.Y. 


Camp Emmons Clark was established by the 7th N.Y; 
in command of Col. Daniel Appleton, on the forenoon of 
June 2, in a heavy rain, but officers and men went to 
work with a will, and in short order the camp was 
pitched. The allowance of straw for. tents should be In- 
creased, as the experience of the 7th and other regiments 
shows. In spite of the fact that it rained six days out of 
eight, there were battalion and regimental drills, out- 
post, and picket duty, and the usual

Previous to the ar- 
rival of the cadets, who were to attempt to gain the camp 
of the regiment by surprise if possible, a_reconnoissance 
by a battalion in command of Major W. C. Fisk de- 
veloped. four possible approaches on the left of the line 
of defense, which he commanded; one through McCoy's 
Lane; one down a trail leading to the old rifie butts from 
the Highlands road; another a lumber trail that comes 
over the mountain across a stream and to the. west of 
the rifle butts; and a fourth a footpath, passable by 
Cavalry, which connects the end of the unfinished State 
road from Highlands road, with Roa Hook station. 

Lieutenant Barnard located a point from which he 
could watch the ferry from West Point and follow the 
cadets up the hill, Captain Schuyler with Co. B and Co. 
C took position in the timber at the head of the valléy 
covering the approach to the rifle butts and extending 
to McCoy's Lane. Co. H was stationed across the stream 
protecting the lumber trail, Co. E took position on Roa 
Hook watching the path connecting with the new State 
read, and Co. I was held in reserve. Major Fisk's head- 
quarters were at Battery Hill, from whence he was in 
communication with each of his positions. Major‘ Ly- 
decker, who had command of the first battalion stationed 
Cos.

This attack by the cadets, however, proved ‘td: be only 
a demonstration to draw the attention from a dash made 
by the main body, mounted as cavalry, which came 
down the Gallows Hill road and made a dash for camp 
ander cover of the north plateau and along Annsville 
Creek. Before the cavalry reached the ferry it was 
raked by the fire of several companies in position along 
the way, and was counted out.

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SOME NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS. 

As a result of the special inspection of the Tennessee 
National Guard, made by Capt. Fielder M. M. Beall, 
34 U.S. Inf., it is shown that it consists of the 5th Regi- 
ment of Infantry (7 companies), 6th Infantry (11 com- 





panies), 8 unattached companies of Infantry (4 of 
which are without arms, uniforms and equipments), 
one unattached troop of Cavalry and one _ unat- 
tached battery of Field Artillery. All, with ex- 


ception of the unattached Infantry companies, have had 
target practice, practice marches, camp of instruction, 
drills, etc., during the year. The strength of the guard 
is % officers and 1,532 men, a total of 1,625, of which there 
were absent 6 officers and 539 men, a total of 54 or 33.54 
per cent. of total strength. The State Militia authorities 
expressed pleasure with the provisions of the act ap- 
proved Jan. 21, 1908. and the organized militia is unani- 
mously in favor of participating in encampment, man- 
euvers, and field instruction with the Regular Army. The 
company commanders state that a minimum of at least 
55 can be maintained, and with the one exception, 100 per 
cent. of the organizations would answer a call to be 
mustered into the Service of the United States, the one 
exception guaranteeing 75.75 per cent. There are in the 
Tennessee Guards 41 married men, a percentage of 12.308; 
21 under 18 and 7 over 4. Drill and instruction are re- 
ported as being generally good, as is also the physical 
appearance of the men, although in many cases no 
physical examination is required. The oath of enlist- 
ment now contains a clause requiring the support of the 
Constitution of the United States. Organizations are re- 
ported as being sufficiently armed and equipped for 
active field service, with the exception of four of the 
unattached companies of Infantry recently organized.

The largest number of any retirements in any 
one year was in 1870 when there were 125. The yearly average has been 38 and the average casualties among retired officers, 19.43.

ploded. The detonation was very loud and shook the 
shore, while an enormous mass of water was thrown into 
the air just as the German steamship Furst Bismarck 
was approaching the pass with 1,000 passengers and 
crew. The correspondent of the Yacht, who gives these 
details, says that like effects have been beforetime pro- 
duced by electric discharges at Rochefort, Toulon and 
Cape St. Jacques near Saigon. Almost at the same 
time the Desaix, to avoid collision with an approaching 
ship, altered her course, but, during her gunnery trials, 
the order to cease fire was not given in time, and a shell 
fell close to the Cherbourg quay. 

A corps of interpreters has been established in the 
French navy, similar to that which they have had for 
some time in the English navy. Approved candidates 
will be permitted to reside abroad for one year to perfect 
their knowledge of the particular language selected, re- 
ceiving in addition to their sea pay from $160 to $225 
per annum, but this period of residence abroad will not 
be compulsory for those already proficient. The coun- 
tries to which officers will be sent include England, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden, Germany, Spain and Italy, and 
outside Europe, China and Japan. It is contemplated 
that the officers should be chosen from those of junior 
standing, 35 being the limit of age. 

A group of bankers and of capitalists has proposed to 
the Spanish Government to provide a sum of 28 millions 
sterling, which is to be utilized in taking over the arsen- 
als of the State and the existing staff, and in the con- 
struction of the greater part of the new naval program. 
The money is to be repaid in equal proportions within 
a period of 20 years. 


The United Service Gazette reports that the competition 
between the British, China and Mediterranean Squad- 
rons in good and accurate shooting is bearing excellent 
fruit, and improving the gunnery of the navy to a re- 


markable extent. Last year the Formidable, on the 
Mediterranean station, with her 12-inch guns, fired thir- 
teen rounds with one hit and the bad shooting was ex- 
plained by the ship having defective gun-sights. A re- 
cently received return showing the prize firing of the 
Formidable for this year shows that with the 12-inch 
guns she fired twenty-two rounds for fourteen hits, and 
with the 6-inch guns 122 rounds for 89 hits. At Wei-hei 
Wei, last month, the Albion, a battleship of the same 
class, beat all previous heavy gunning records with her 
12-inch guns. She scored 18 even hits for twenty-six 
rounds with the 6-inch guns. The record of the best 
gun's crew, with the 6-inch guns, was fifteen rounds and 
fourteen hits. This was done by the R.M.A. gun’s crew. 
Lance Sergeant Berry, R.M.A., captain of the gun, fired 
seven rounds and scored seven hits, and Private Hamil- 
ton, R.M.L.I., second, fired eight rounds and scored seven 
hits. A table of efficiency of Admiral Sir Richard Noel’s 
Home Squadron in heavy shooting for 1902 has been com- 
municated to Mr. Arnold White by a navai omeial pubh- 
cation. The average figure of efficiency for the British 
fleet in 1901 was about 33 per cent, or two misses for 
every one hit. The table shows that the efficiency of the 
Home Squadron is four misses to one hit, or a figure of 
demerit which can only be described as unsatisfatory, 
the Arny and Navy Gazette says. The number of 
rounds fired was 1,096; the hits made, 262; percentage 
of hits, 20. 


A club has been established in the west end of London 
for the benefit of those who are interested in South Afri- 
can affairs. 


The first of two German gunboats for river navigation 
in China has just been sent from the Elbing works to 
Hong Kong, and the second will follow soon. These boats 
have been paid for by subscription of the German Society 
in China. They are intended to safeguard their com- 
mercial interests in China.

SUBSCRIBER.—Write to the Hudson-Kimberly Com- 
pany, Kansas City, Mo., for a list of their military pub- 
lications, and you may find among them some that will 
serve you.

G.M.—If the man you refer to was honorably discharged 
from the Army it is probable that he will be given trans- 
portation from Manila to San Francisco, Cal., on a Gov- 
ernment vessel. 

PRIVATE SOLDIER.—The highest rank ever held by 
any officer of the Army was that of “general,’”’ and this 
rank was held by U. S. Grant and W. T. Sherman. The 
ranks run general, lieutenant general, major general and 
brigadier general. Admiral Dewey is a grade higher 
in rank than Lieutenant General Miles, who ranks with 
a vice admiral of the Navy when there is one. Dewey is 


admiral, and ranks with general. A rear admiral ranks 
with a major general, and a captain in the Navy with 
a colonel. 


INQUIRER.—We noted the fact several weeks ago 
that the 5th U.S. Infantry will not sail from Manila in 
June as originally intended, but will sail the latter part 
of July. It should arrive at New York in September, and 
‘is coming home via the Suez Canal. 

J. L.—Write to the Superintendent of the U.S. Naval 
Academy, Annapolis, Md., for a copy of the rules gov- 
erning admission. These will give you full information. 

E. 8S. D.—The full particulars of coaling of vessels of 
the U.S. Navy was published in the Army and Navy 
Journal some months since. You will find a file of the 
volume in the Public Library in your city. 

J. J. M.—The captain of the navy yard, New York, is 
Capt. Thomas Perry. 

F. M. asks: Can you inform me in your correspond- 
ence column where I could get a book on Army or Navy 
cookery, or some book that gives a good, plain, idea of 
camp cooking, rations, fare, etc. See Manual for Army 
Cooks, published by the War Department. 

A. F. L. asks when the Annapolis class of 1901 will 
take their examinations for promotion, and the condition 
under which they will be conducted, the class being 
seattered all over the world. Answer: They have al- 
ready been examined—April 15, 1903—at the places where 
they were stationed then. 

B. I. P. writes: Two 2d lieutenants of Artillery were 
appointed with rank from Aug. 22, 1901. A had served 
as captain of Volunteers as follows: Mustered in Aug. 1, 
1899, mustered out June 30, 191. B as captain of Volun- 
teers from Sept. 1, 1899, to Aug. 8, 1901. One officer says 
that B ranks A on account of length of previous com- 
missioned service. I hold that A rank B because the time 
from July 1 to Aug. 8, 1901, was not technically con- 
sidered legal service, and that such time cannot be 
counted in computing service. Which of us is right? 
Answer: This is a hypothetical question. No service 
subsequent to Feb. 2, 1901, was counted. However, it is 
probable that A would rank B, who was mustered in a 
month later than B. 

c. V. 8.—The time limit of an officer of the United 


States to remain in the Philippines is supposed to be 


three years, but the rule is not always followed. 

Oo. F.—Examination for post quartermaster sergeants 
are not held at stated intervals, but are ordered without 
regard to what department applicant is stationed in, 
whenever there is need for eligibles. Learned that you 
will probably be ordered up for examination within the 
next month. 

BE. J. M. asks: Is a soldier eligible for examination for 
the position of ordnance sergeant who is serving in his 
thirteenth year, with three and one-half years as a non- 
commissioned officer; or, a soldier with seven years and 
one-half service, five years of which he was a non-com- 
missioned officer. Answer: He is eligible in both cases. 

W. H. J.:asks: What is the correct interpretatior of 
the first four lines of par. 8, page 3, (Army General Regu- 
lations) of G.O. No. 81, Headquarters of the Army, Series 
of 1902, prescribing the uniform of an officer on the retired 
list? Does it prescribe that such officers shall provide 
themselves with the new uniform for his actual rank in 
his regiment or corps when retired, except that the 
number of the regiment or insignia of corps or depart- 
ment will not be worn, or does it prescribe that he shall 
wear the same uniform he wore when retired? Answer: 
He wears the uniform that was the regulation uniform 
at the time of his retirement, and the order so states.

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“THE QUESTION OF TEMPERANCE. 


One of the most puzzling problems the 
Sociologist has to deal with is the abuse 
by Americans in all classes of stimulants, 
both alcoholic and drug. The manifesto 
issued by the Seine department in France, 
concerning the dangers of alcoholism, has 
done more to stir France than any public 
discussion since the Dreyfus case. 

As in the history of all reforms, experi- 
ence is teaching temperance reformers to 
discriminate between ineffective methods 
and those that produce lasting results. The 
great lecturer, John B. Gough, once said 
of the temperance pledge, that only five per 
cent., according to his observation, ever 
kept the pledge they signed. Legislation 
has not yet been devised that can success- 
fully meet this question. Vermont has 
tired of prohibition, while Maine is more 
restless than ever. Medical science, how- 
ever, has proved, through the investigation 
of the leading physicians in this country 
nd Germany, that the excessive use of 
stimulants produces a distinct disease, 

coholism or narcomania, which disease 
nust be fought by medical means as earn- 
estly as.any other disease. 

In view of this, students of the situation 
ive been watching with interest, the or- 
canization and development of a new 
movement to work out a solution of the 
roblem of intemperance along medical 
nes, by means of a treatment practically 
ew to the public. This movement has 
vained great strength by the active co- 

eration of many of the leading states- 
en and professional men of the United 
States.
